Officials Must jInvestigate Every Com- 
plaint or Lose Jobs, 


Montgomery, Ala., Aug. 13.—[Special.J— 
The members of the lower house today made 
a violent assault on the sale of intoxicants 
of all kinds in passing the Fuller bill, beyond 
question the most drastic anti-liquor bill ever 
offered in the south. Here are some ox the 
stringent provisions of the bill: 

No liquors may be sold in the state; no ad- 
vertisements of liquor may appear on bil- 
boards, and no paper may print pictures of 
bottles purporting to tontain liquor or print 
pictures of breweries or distilleries. 

No railroad may leave a car which contains 
liquors of any description upon any track in 
the state. 

Word Saloon“ Is Forbidden. 

No place for the sale of any sort of goods 
may be called a saloon nor may the word 
naloon be used. : 

Officers may raid places under suspicion 
and destroy all licuor goods found. 

The presence of an internal revenue license, 
whether liqver is found or not, is prima 
facie evidence of guilt, and the proprietors of 
any place were the license e displayed may 
be arrested. 

Sheriffs are called upon to discover all who 
secure a license from the federal govern- 
ment and on the peril cf his position he 
must clean out the places. 

On notice and warrant any plac? where 
there is frequent assembling of men may be 
raided on suspicion. 

Every corporation of whatever kind must 
promise, when the charter be issued, to 
refrain from bringing in liquors or any 
kind. The violation of this pledge will re- 
voke the license automatically. 


Must Search Every Complaint. 

Soft drink stands must not store or keep 
intoxicamts of any kind, the possession of 
any amount being evidence of intent to evade 
the law. 

Officers of the law are forced to investigate 
every complaint, and solicitors are given 
ample funds and charged with the auty of 
prosecuting, and must do so or lose their 
official positions. 

Grand juries must indict on testimony even 
go good as a revenue license, and the sheriff 
must destroy the goods as soon as they ar? 
shown to be contraband. 

It ie made prima facie evidence of guilt 
if Nquore alleged to have been sold have the 
Like color, odor, or taste of prohibited liquors. 

The bill was passed by one of the largest 
majorities which ever has been given to any 
anti-liquor bill in the Alabama legislature. 
There was a hard fight made against it by the 
liquor interests in the state, but the saloon 
infuence was greatly outweighted by the 
big lobby which the enemies of liquor have 
had at work in the statehouse.

Rags 
are used for fine paper. Two kinds of wood 
pulp are employed—mechanicai, which is 
made by grinding the wood on a revolving 
stone, and chemical, which is obtained by re- 
ducing chipped wood to pulp through the 
use of chemicals. 


Materials Used in Mills. 


American paper milis use 4,587,000 tons of 
wood pulp annually. In addition they em- 
ploy nearly 300,000 tons of rags, 58,000 tons 
of waste paper, and 107,000 tons of manila 
stock, consisting of jute bagging. rope, 
threads, etc., which form the basis 
From the enormous 


for more than $50,000,000. The bill of the 
book publishers also is an enormous one. 

The American people pay $22,000,000 annu- 
ally for fine paper, including writing paper, 
and over $30,000,000 for wrapping paper. Tis- 
sue paper cost them more than $5,000,000, 
blotting paper more than 81,000,000, and 
building papers, which include those used in 
roofs and for walls, have a value of about 
$8.000, 000, 

These facta show the importance of the 
paper business, and justified the care which 
congress gave to this schedule. One of the 
mosU.Jaittier Aghtse.#the tariff st 
in connection with wood pulp. The publish- 
ers of the United States endeavored to induce 
congress to authorize the free admission of 
woed pulp and printing paper. 


Complain of Paper Trust. 

They represented that the results of the 
Dingley law were the organization of paper 
combinations in restraint of trade, the de- 
struction of our forests by them, and their 
gigantic speculation in woodland, They de- 
clared the newspapers had been made to bear 
un due burdens in consequence of an increase 
of $12 per ton in the price of paper in 1907. 
It was represented that seven concerns, in- 
cluding the International Faper company, 
practically control the manufacture of new 
paper The International Paper company, 
it was alleged, had capitalized at excessive 
figures a collection of antiquated mills lo- 
cated on exhausted water power sources, 
tributary to denuded forests. On a capital 
of $60,000,000 it was asserted that this com- 
pany does a business of $20,000,000 annually, 
requiring about three and one-half years 
only to turn over it# capital and manufac- 
tures. 

It was claimed the end of the domestic sup- 
ply of wood pulp has been reached and that 
the papermakers have invested many millions 
in Canada, where there are from 200,000,000 
to 550,000,000 acres of timber, largely spruce. 
The International Faper company owns ap- 
proximately 4,500,000 acres in Canada and 
the United States, 

According to the representatives of the 
newspapers the American paper makers im- 
port free of duty about 1,000,000 cords of pulp 
wood, principally from Canada. In addi- 
tion there were imported 239,000 tons on 
which a duty was paid of $678,000. It was 
claimed that the exorbitant profits enjoyed 
ty the so-called paper trust justified the 
demand for free pulp and print paper. 


Paper Makers Deny Extortion. 

The International Paper company assert- 
ed, however, that the return upon its capital 
wae only 5 per cent per annum and denied 
it controlled the trade. There is about $300,- 
000,000 invested in the paper and pulp indus- 
try and the annual business done amounts to 
more than $200,000,000. Something like 4,000,- 
000 tons of product formed the output. 
The various mille employ over 75,000 men. 

It was the effort, of course, of the paper- 
makers to retain the duty of 1-12 of 1 cent 
per pound upon mechanically ground wood 
pulp and 1-6 of 1 cent per pound upon un- 
bleached chemical wood pulp, and of 1 cent 
per pound uwoon bleached chemical wood pulp. 

They were successiul all along the line, 
though ostesibly mechanically ground 
wood pulp has boen granted admission free 
of duty. 

This concession is effectively strangled in 
two ways, first, by a provision that if the 
president shall find any country discriminat- 
ing against the United States by the impo- 
gition of an export charge of any kind on 
wood pulp or print paper then the Dingley 
rate is to be assessed in addition to the 
amount of such export charge; and, second- 
ly, by the operation of the maximum scale 
of the new tariff under which the product of 
any country discriminating against the 
Urited States must bear an additional duty of 
per cent. 

The same additions apply in the case of 
chemical wood pulp. 


Some Decreases Are Made. 

Upon printing paper, suitable for books 
and newspapers, the value of which is not 
above 2% cents per pound, the duty has been 
decreased from three-tenths of a cent per 
pound to three-sixteenths of a cent per 
pound, or, to put it more understandingly, 
from $6 per ton to $3.75 per ton. A reduc- 
tion of $2 per ton was made upon paper 
valued above $45 per ton and not above $60

TACKS GUARD BESIEGED CITY 


Boston Has Odd Defense Against 
Attacking Army of Reds.“ 


READY FOR MIMIC WAR. 


1 


New York Regiments to Advance on 
Their Kival Forces Today. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 13.—[Special.]—A bar- 
rel of giant tacks tomorrow will defend 
Boston from an attacking army. These 
tacks, with heads two inches broad and 
shanks two inches Jorg, will be placed care- 

ö “approaching Bos 
ton, over which the automobile vanguard of 
the enemy must come. It is thought that 
when the tires of the attacking force hit 
these latest implements. ot warfare they 
will be more than “constructively ’' dam- 


b ged. 

The attacking (or red) army will de- 
ecend on the New England coast from New 
Vork. Composed of militiamen from Great- 
er New York and New Jersey, it will at- 
tempt to capture the metropolis of New 
England. The American battleship fleet is 
‘‘aeonstructively " destroyed, and the enemy 
needs only to win in the land campaign. 

The defense of the city must lie with Brig. 
Gen. William A. Pew Jr., who has been 
designated by Gov. Draper to command the 
entire force of Massachusetts troops. De- 
spite the fact that in the coming bloodless 
war the enemy in fighting strength and 
numbers will be nearly 40 per cent stronger, 
Gen. Pew has no fear that Boston will be 
“ captured.”’ Maj. Gen. Tasker II. Blisa will 
command che invading force. 


Follow Closely Real Warfare. 

Both generals will follow closely the reg- 
ular rules of warfare. The automobile is 
to play an important part in the maneuvers, 
and it is here that the barre! of giant tacks 
will come into use. “They are to be distrib- 
uted over the sendy roads of Plymouth and 
Bristol counties. 

A high officer of Gen. Pew's family today 
told one of the legitimate military plans 
which may be followed. It is one favored by 
Count von Moltke, and if Gen. Pew should 
win success, it would prove a second battle 
of Fredericksburg. Believing that the ene- 
my will land its main force on the shores of 
Buzzards bay and knowing that it will march 
toward Boston, it will be the plan to let the 
„red army proceed unmolested, except for 
some skirmieh work to bait the enemy. At 
the logical time, Gen. Pew will rush his 
main body ot troops down the south bank 
of Taunton river, possibly as far as Digh- 
ton, and throw all his strength of arms on 
the enemy’s base and attempt to capture 
that. 

By the acknowledged rule of war an army 
cannot subsist without a base, and this 
would mean that Gen. Bliss must about 
face’’ and attempt to recapture his base, 
at the same time fighting Gen. Pew ina place 
of the latter’s own choosing. It is also prob- 
able that Gen. Pew would endeavor to smasb 
the rear guard of the red army at the 
same time. 


New York Troops Set Sail. 

New York, Aug. 13.—For a time today it 
looked to New Yorkers asif areal war was 
on. In armories, on the streets, uptown, 
dnd downtown, and at the water front, there 
was military acitivity in evidence, for 3,000 
militiamen from Manhattan, Brooklyn, and 
New Jersey were embarking in real battle ar- 
ray for an attack on the south shore of 
Massachusetts. They ere the red army 
which will try to capture Boston.

STREET GAR MEN 
AGREE ON TERMS — 


Presidents of Two Traction Com- 
panies Make Offer Which 
Union Leaders Call Good. 


WAGE GAIN OF $1,000,000 


That Much Additional Pay for Em- 
ployes in Tiree and a Half 
Years of Contract. 


SEEM PLEASED ON BOTH SIDES.

The wage dispute between Chicago's 10,000 
street car employés and the surface traction 
companies, which a week ago resulted in @ 
vote to strike, was practically settled in a 
big joint conference of traction officials and 
union leaders last night, apparently to the 
satisfaction of everybody concerned. 

John M. Roach and Thomas E. Mitten 
offered a wage scale to the men which repre- 
sentatives of the union said they would rec- 


for acceptance, It was in the nature cf a 
compromise agreement, applying to the em- 
ployés of the Railways, City, Calumet, and 
South Chicago and Consolidated companies, 

Traction representatives, in company with 
Walter L. Fisher, representing the city, who 
was credited with the pilotage of the negotia- 
tions, estimated in round figures that the 
offer represents an aggregate additional ex- 
penditure in wages of $1.000,000 during the 
next three and a half yeare—the term of the 
proposed contract. 


Terms of Proposed Contract. 

In substance the contract will be the same 
as was printed in Tue TRIBUNE yesterday 
morning. It will run three and a half years, 
dating from Aug. 1, 1000, and to all old men 
who have served one year at 27 cents an hour 
—the old maximum scale—it will grant an 
immediate increase to 28 cents for the first 
year of the contract, 29 cents for the second 
year, and 30 cents for the last eighteen 
months. 

To men who have been in the service less 
than one year the rate.of pay proposed is the 
same as at present (23 cents for six months, 
25 cents. for six-months, and Ji-cents for one 
year) until they have served a year at 27 
cents, when they will begin the climb which 
the old employés will start as soon 22 the 
contract is completed. 

New men wil! progress to the maximum 
more slowly than at the present: The first 
six months of employment they will receive 
28 cents; the second six months, 24 cents; 
the cecond rear, 25 cents; the third year, 2 
cents; and the last siz nionths, 27 cent. 


Final Corference Lasts Long. 

Consummation of the agreement was 
achieved after a conference which lasted 
five hours in the office of Mr. Mitten in the 
First National bank Suilding. Mr. Roach 
participated by mans of a telephone wire 
over which he talked with Mr. Fisher at the 
crucial period of the conference. . 

Centributory to the final settlement were 
two earlier conferences which were held 
without advertisements. One of these was 
between the wage scale commitees of the 
employés of the two big traction companies 
and Mr. Fisher in the latter's office early 
in the morning. The second was between 
Mr. Roach and Mr. Fisher and the union men 
in Mr. Roach's office in the Borland block at 
1 o'clock when Mr. Reach agreed to consider 
employés running cars over the consolidated 
lines as being included in the offer to the 
employés of the Railways company. 

From Mr. Roach's office, Mr. Fisher and 
the wage scale committee of the south side 
company proceeded to Mr. Mitten's office, 
where developments caused Mr. Roach to 
loosen the purse strings of the Railways 
company to an extent equa! to that allowed 
ty Mr. Mitten for the City 1a‘lway. 


Friday the Thirteenth Lucky. 

During the long meeting in his office Mr. 
Mitten said that he concidered the day a 
lucky one because it was Friday the 13th, 
a combination which ushered him into the 
management of the City railway in 1908. 

President M. C. Buckley of division 260, 
the union of City railway employés, with hig 
wage scale committee, formed the union rep- 
resentation at the conference proper. In 6 
saloon on Monroe street, across from the 
First National Bank building, president B. 
A. Carter of the Calumet and South Chicago 
union, division 266, and President William 
Quinlan of the Railways vnion, division 241, 
waited with other union officials and em- 
ployés working on the Consolidated lines to 
hear the report of President Buckley. 

The general answer came about 8 o'clock 
in the evening and acted as a signal for 
everybody concerned to slap his fellows on 
the back in seeming joliification while Mr. 
Mitten and the unionists who have been 
meeting with him exchanged encomiums and 
united in crowning Mr. Fisher as the hero 
of the great wage dispute which had made 
almost as much noise as a real strike. All 
the lebor leaders said they expected a hearty 
respcnse in the affirmative when they rec- 
ommended the acceptance of te offer to their 
respeciive followings. 


Union Officers Only Losers. 

The only fly in the ointment appeared to 
be in the case of the officials of the Calumet 
and South Chicago union, who saw them- 
selves losing their jobs because the offer

/panies for the new men was that they should 
receive 23 cents for the first year, 24 cents 
for the second year, 25 cents for the third 
year, and for the next six months of the pro- 
posed contract 26 cents. 
„The scale finally suggested by the union 


leaders for the new men was 23 cents for the 


first six months, 25 cents for the next six 
months, 25 cents for the second year, and 27 

cents for the last eighteen months of the con- 
tract. 

As the representative of the city, I sug- 
gested the following compromise and present- 
ed it to President Roach and President Mit- 
ten: Twenty-three cents for the first six 
months, 24 cents for the next six months, 2 
cents for the second year, 26 cents for the 
third year, and 27 cents for the last six 
months of the contract.

“Upon the assurances of the representa- 
tives of the men that settlement upon this

Unions to Act on Contract. 

The union of City Railway employés will 

receive the recommendation of its wage 

- scale committee, to aceept the joint offer of 
the traction companies, at a meeting tonight 
at Gerrity’s hall, 4300 State street. The meet- 
ing of the union of north and west side em- 
ployés is scheduled for next Thursday night 
for the same procedure. It is believed that 
the union of Calumet and South Chicago em- 
‘ployés, Division 266, will be dissolved and its 
membership voted into Division 260 in a body 
as soon as the necessary arrangements can 
be made. 

The news of the settlement of the difficulty 
was received with rejoicing by street car. 
‘en generally. The question of open 
or closed shop, while formally ignored 
in the proposed contract, was interpreted by 
them as satisfactory, owing to the state- 
ments of traction officials that they had been 
assured of “ cotperation in the future con- 
duct of the street railways, so far as the com- 

_ panies and the men are concerned. 
It was assumed that with the unionjsts 
doing everything in their power to further 
the interests of the roads they work for, 
the roads in return will strive to make con- 
ditions of employment of new men propor- 
tlonately satisfactory tothe unionists. 

President Buckley of the south side men's 
union was the first member of the wage scale 
committee to come out of the conference 
room. He wore a smile and announced he 
was glad it was all over. 

Committee Is Well Pleased. 

“The committee will recommend the ac- 
eeptance of the proposition,“ said he. The 
scale is as good as we can hope to get. We 

_ had to fight hard to get it, however, but now 
that a settlement is assured I can say that 
dur efforts were worth While. ) 

“I want to express my appreciation of the 
work done by Mr. Fisher in these negotia- 
tions. He has represented the city in a wor- 
thy manner and the members of our com- 
mittee cannot say too much in his preise. 
Mr. Mitten also has treated us with uniform 
courtesy and good will. Our men will always 
appreciate it. 2 

The scale for the new men finally agreed 
upon was a compromise suggested by Mr. 

isher. My proposition was siightly lower 
han his so on that score we really got 
more than we had hoped to get. I Wasn't 
satisfied with the scale for new men pro- 

posed by Mr. Roach and we went to Mr. 
Fisher and urged upon him the necessity of 
taking that matter up with the officials, as 
I was certain that our union would reject 
such a low scale. In that way we finally 
brought about the compromise. 

“The condition that the Calumet men 

must join the South Side Men's union in 

order to benefit under this scale will adjust 
itself all right.

New Men’s Scale Important. 

J. T. Mahoney, member of the committee, 
also worked hard for the new men, insisting 
that great dissatisfaction would result un- 
less the new men were given a better scale. 
He pointed out that the companies couldn't 
hope to attract the best class of men unless 
they offered a reasonably attractive scale of 
Wages. 

J am satisfied with the proposed scale,“ 
said William Quinlan, president of the north 
and west side men's union. I shall recom- 
mend its adoption at the meeting of our 
union next Thursday evening. The men 
will accept it without doubt. 

* While it does not come up to the demands 
made, the compromise is so favorable to us 
that we can do nothing else than approve it. 
In fact, we regard the settlement as a victory 
for the union. We are all profoundly thank- 
ful for having avoided a disastrous strike. 

Mr. Roach has been courteous to us al] 
through the negotiations, and the memders 
of the committee feel grateful to him for the 
manner in which he received us at all 
times.“ 

The settlement is satisfactory to the com- 
mittee and I am sure it will recelve the sanc- 
tion of the men,“ said John H. Larkin, mem- 
ber of the committee.

The police department 
has proved wholly inadequate, the mill man- 
agement says, to handle the women, either 
fearing to arrest them on account of the 
men who remain in the background, or 
through sympathy with the strikers’ cause. 


Strike Breakers at Pittsburg. 
Pitteburg, Pa Aug. 18—Two trainloads of 
strike breakers were placed in the Pressed 
Steel Car, company’s plant today before the 
etriking employés of that company were 
aware of the coup. The heavy fog which 
hung over the Ohio river served as a shield 
for the company's men to cover their opera- 
tions, and it was not until the last of the im- 
ported men were being transported across 
the river that the strike pickets learned of 
the move. 

The strikers are chagrined tonight at be- 
ing outwitted and heated discussions were 
heard at a massmeeting held during the day 
on the historic Indian mount at Schoen- 
ville. 
At noon 140 employés of the Hudson River 
railroad, who were employed on the cars to 
be used in the Hudson tunnels in New York 
City, left their work, refusing to“work with 
the alleged strike breakers. 

Free Tobacco Supplied. 
The strike breakers were put to work at 
noon, They will receive from $1.75 to $2 a 
day. ‘Tobacco will be furnished free, and a 
hotel near the car plant will furnish com- 
missary supplies. 

It is claimed by the strike leaders that de- 
sertions of the imported men began shortly 
after noon, when a score of the strike break- 
ers scaled the stockade surrounding the car 
plant and joined the ranks of the striking 
men. 

The sheriff of Allegheny county, assisted 
by a score of negroes hired by the Pressed 
Steel Car company, resumed eviction pro- 
ceedings late today and at dusk moved the 
last of the forty-seven evicted strikers fron 
the company houses. 

If the car company succeeds in filling the 
plant tonight and tomorrow with strike 
breakers the striking employés of the com- 
pany have lost their only hold on the com- 
pany, it is asserted. 

Military Awes Strikers. 

Fort Williams, Ont., Aug. 13.—The only de- 
velopments in the Canadian Pacific dock 
strike were the vigorous steps taken by the 
military under Col. Steele in disarming the 
strikers. The presence of bayonets and the 
sight of men loading rifles with ball 
cartridges cowed the leaders. The mob is 
threatening, and more trouble is feared when 
150 strike breakers start work. Those who 
resisted being disarmed were arrested. 

The 300 soldiers patrolling the streets in 
the dock district this evening are keeping 
close watch to avoid any outbreak, as it is 
known that hundreds of weapons are hidden 
away by the foreigners on strike.

DEATH TAKES DR. H. W. THOMAS 


Founder of the People’s Church, 
Chicago, Expires in Florida. 


ONCE CONVICTED OF HERESY. 


Body Will Be Brought Here Tomorrow 
Aiternoon for Interment. 


One of Chicago’s most noted clergymen of 
days gone by has been claimed by death. 
The Rev. Hiram W. Thomas died Thursday 
night at De Funiak Springs, Fla., where he 
had lived recently because of his feeble 
health. The body will be brought to Chicago 
on Monday for burial. Funeral arrangements 
have not yet been completed, but Jenkin 
Lloyd Jones of All Souls’ church will conduct 
the services. 

Dr. Thomas ranked with Prof. David Swing 
as one of the two most noted preachers of 
the west when both were tried and convicted 
of heresy nearly a generation ago. Theo- 
logical opinions have changed since then and 
many orthodox clergymen now accept and 
preach the same doctrines which caused the 
expulsion of Thomas and Swing from their 
respective denominations. 

After the expulsion of Dr. Thomas from the 
Methodist Episcopal church im 1879, he estab- 
lished the undenominational People’s church, 
which held regular services in McVicker’s 
theater. In 1901 he resigned as pastor and 
was succeeded by the Rev. Frank Crane, who 
had been pastor of Hyde Park Methodist 
Episcopal church. 


Studies Early for Ministry. 

Hiram Washington Thomas was born in 
Hampshire county, Va., on April 29, 1832. 
He was converted at the age of 18 and at once 
began to prepare to become a clergyman. 
He took a private course of study and after- 
wards attended Cooperstown academy and 
Berlin college. He came west and joined the 
Iowa canference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church in 1856, having married Miss Em- 
meline C. Merrick of Pennsylvania the pre- 
ceding year. For three years he was 
chaplain of the Iowa penitentiary, which 
position he left to become pastor of Park 
Avenue Methodist Episcopal church in Chi- 
cago in 1869. 

Later he was pastor consecutively of First 
Methodist Episcopal church, Chicago, First 
church at Aurora and Centenary church, Chi- 
cago. While pastor of this latter church he 
was accused and convicted of heresy. 

His first wife died on Jan. 5, 1896. They 
had seven children, the only surviving one be- 
ing Dr. Homer W. Thomas of Chicago. Early 
in 1800 the Rev. Dr. Thomas met Miss Van- 
delia Varnum, a lecturer on liberal religion 
and ethics. They married several months 
later, and she was ordained soon afterwards

Striking Figure in Pulpit. 

In the pulpit Dr. Thomas was a striking 
figure. In his youth he must have borne a 
strong facial resemblance to the novelist 
Robert Louis Stevenson. He spoke slowly 
and in a low tone, which had thé peculiar 
power of penetrating to every part of the 
theater. He indulged in no flights of ora- 
tory, but spoke clearly and lucidly as if in 
personal conversation. Standing aloof from 
creeds, he preached the fatherhood of God 
and the brotherhood of man in a way which 
drew to his congregations hundreds of per- 
sons who would not enter a church. 

In speaking ten years ago of the work of 
People’s church, Dr. Thomas said: 

It is a church on independent congrega- 
tional lines. I baptize all the bables which 
are brought tome. I don’t ask questions. . I 
think it is a good thing to get that much done 
anyhow, since the congregation is scattered 
and it is impossible to exercise educational 
control over members. What is needed is a 
resting place for the souls and spirits of the 
ungathered world. That is what the People’s 
church is for.“ 


LAKE GENEVA POSSES HUNT 
A MISSING SCHOOLGIRL. 


Marguerite Haley, 12 Years Old, Dis- 
appears, and Parties Spend Night in 
Vain Search for Her. 


Lake Geneva, Wis., Aug. 13.— [Special. 
Marguerite Haley, a 12 year old summer 
pupil of Mrs. George Fellows’ boarding 
school for girls at Oak Bank, on the west 
shore of Lake Geneva, disappeared last 
evening and search for her has been in vain. 

She left the school last evening about sun- 
set without saying where she wag going. 
When she did not return at nightfall Mrsi 
Fellows and her teachers and other pupils 
became alarmed for her safety. 

The Fellows place is isolated in the deep

The missing girl's father is H. A. Haley, 
said to be in Nebraska traveling for the 
Maxwell Wall Paper company of Chicago.

Mason accuses W. L. Clark, the note bro- 
ker, who was arrested Thursday on the 
charge of grand larceny in the Windsor Trust 
case, with having taken him out and loaded 
him with booze. Then, according to the 
unsophisticated Mason, Clark steered him 
around to his office at 27 Williams street. 
where he found Donald L. Persch, who also 
is under arrest nowiim the Windsor ease. 
Mason said Persch told uim he had a receipt 
he would like to have him sign, that the man 
who ought to sign it was in Philadelphia 
and it would be a great accommodation to 
him (Persch) if Mason would supply the 
necessary signature. Persch dictated the re- 
ceipt and Mason signed Henry F. Ris- 
brough in the presence of the office boy and 
a notary public. 

The stenographer, Edith Roth, the office 
boy, Louls Jackalowjand the notary, E. H. 
Carpenter, all were galled to the district at- 
torney’s office today and questioned. This 
bogus receipt was turned over to A. A. Reil- 
ly, Cram, Mulliken & Co.’s broker, when 
the $15,000 of Eclipse Oj] stock was handed 
by him to Persch. Persch had represented 
he was placing the loanjof $7,000 for Henry 
F. Risbrough of Philadelphia. 


Borrows $8,000 on Eclipse Stock. 

It develops now that orf the next day A. D., 
F. Adams, a broker of Boston, appeared in 
the office of L. J. Field.& Co. in this city 
with $15,000 of Eclipse stock and borrowed 
$8,000 on it from Field & Co. The certificates 
apparently had been passed from Persch to 
Adams. These shares still are held in the 
ofiice of Field & Co., at the head of which is 
Leonard J. Field, who also supplied the 
money with which the Windsor Trust com- 
pany deal was pulled off. 

It is certain now that A. D. F. Adams will 
have some explaining to do to the district 
attorney's — in regard to this Eclipse 
stock trangactiOn. The grand jury spent 
practically the entire day investigating the 
deal. They had Mason, L. J. Field, John F. 
Sherwood, Field’s former employé, Benja- 
min J. Cram of Cram, Milliken & Co., A. A. 
Reilly, Cram, Milliken and Co.’s note broker, 
Edward F. Carpenter, the notary and stenog- 
rapher, and the office boy from Clark's office 
before them. 

Persch, in telling a friend about the “ stock 
exchange broker who was behind him in 
the Windsor transaction, said he has done 
everything under instructions. 

I was only a tool,“ said he. ‘I shall be 
able to prove that when my case comes up.“ 

Persch declared also that John F. Sher- 
wood, L. J. Field's former employé, also was 
the agent of this man., 


Persch Tells of Profits. 


Persch said today both the order directing 

Sherwood to take up the stock from the 
Windsor Trust company and the subsequent 
order directing him to sell the stock was 
signed by him Aug. 4 in L. J. Field & Co.'s 
office. Sherwood obtained the securities 
from the trust company Aug. 2 and sold 
them Aug. 3. Persch told a friend today 
Field and Sherwood got him to sign these 
orders dating back to July 31, and the other 
Aug. 2. 
„ Persch declared further he had followed 
instructions absolutely from his principal in 
splitting up $44,000 profit. He added he had 
got only $8,000 out of it himself. He be- 
lleves when his case comes up he will be able 
to fix the responsibility on zeomebody “ high- 
er up.“ 

Persch renewed his threat to tell of the 
whole matter to the district attorney. In 
fact, he sent out word to several of the men 
implicated in the Windsor deal that if $50.- 
000 bail wasn’t forthcoming by 4 o’clock In 
the afternoon he would call up Acting Dis- 
trict Attorney Nott and ask permission to 
make a full statement. The acting district 
attoyney and several of his assistants were 
eagerly awaiting word from Pegsch in the 
Tombs when the clock struck 4, but the pris- 
oner had no further communication to make. 
Apparently he had received assurances he 
would be out of the Tombs in the morning. 


Grand Jury Pushes Inquiry. 

The grand jury is showing great interest 
in the part taken by the Windsor Trust com- 
pany in thie swindling case. One. of the 
grand jurors called on the acting district at- 
torney this morning and expressed the hope 
that this phase of the case would receive the 
special attention of the district attorney's 
office. 

Persons who are familiar with banking 
laws pointed out section 600 of the penal code 
as being of possible interest to Sterling Birm- 
ingham, manager of the Windsor Trust com- 
pany’s loan department, who acknowledges 
he accepted $250 from Clark in the loan 
transaction. This section says any officer, 
director, clerk, or employé of any trust com- 
pany or bank, who asks or receives or con- 
sents or agrees to receive any commission, 
emohiment, gratuity, or reward for procuring 
or endeavoring to procure for any person any 
loan from any buch bank or trust company, is 
guilty of am meanor. 

It was learned that Birmingham, however, 
submitted this loan proposition to President 
John Alvin Young before the trust company 
entered into it.

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Building of Aetna Powder Plant 
Wrecked; Workers in Panic. ' 


NEARBY TOWNS ARE SHAKEN’ 


Gary Trembles and—Passing Railroad 
Train Comes to Stop. 


Two men were instantly killed and 400 other 
workmen thrown into a panic yesterday aft- 
ernoon when an explosion of. dynamite 
wrecked one of the buildings of the Aetna 
Powder company at the big plant at Aetna, 
Ind., two and one-half miles from Gary. 

The explosion was heard for miles around 
and the buildings in Gary were shaken on 
their foundations. Windows and doors in 
the other buildings owned by the powder 
company were badly damaged. 


The Dead. 


KOLDA, JOSEPH M., 87 years old, unmarried; 
head mixer, in charg» of building No. 37; 


Aetna. 
McOARTHY, MICHAEL, 28 years old; helper to 


Kolda; Aetna. - 

The explosion occurred shortly after 4 
o'clock, and no cause was assigned by the 
superintendent or any other official con- 
nected with the plant. No smoking is per- 
mitted on the grounds. 


Victims Only Men There. 

Only two men were in the building at the 
time. Kolda, the head mixer, was literally 
blown to pleces. Following the accident a 
search was made for his body, but only a 
few shreds of flesh, cloth, and metal buttons 
were found. 

The body of McCarthy was found just out- 
side the powder house. One leg had been 
blown off, both arms shattered, and his head 


and face badly disfigured. How the — 


came to be where it was after the explosio 
could not be determined by any one at the 
plant. It was said he must have been just 
outside the building when the explosion 
came. Had he been inside, it is said, he 
would have been blown to atoms ae was 
Kolda. 

When the roar of the explosion alarmed 
the other workmen on the grounds they left 
their posts and fied panic stricken to places 
of safety. Few of them could be induced to 
return until after repeated assurances that 
there was no danger of another explosion. 

„ have no idea of the cause, said Supt. 
W. W. Kdwards. “At 8 o’clock powder 
house No. 37 was reported to be in the best 
of condition and no element of danger could 
be found. We always inspect each house 
frequently and carefuliy and if everything 
is not all right the men are not permitted 
to remain in it. We do not regret so much 
the loss of the building as we do the loss of 
Kolda and McCarthy. Both were good men. 


Over 500 Pounds in Blast. 

Kolda had been in the employ of the com- 
pany for eleven years, and was an expert 
dynamite mixer as well as a trusted employé 
of the company. McCarthy had been work- 
ing as a helper for only a short time. More 
than 500 pounds of dynamite were in the 
house that was wrecked. 

The explosion caused excitement in Gary 
and the surrounding towns. A Wabash rail- 
road passenger train was passing near the 
powder plant when the explosion happened, 
and the passengers were badly frightened. 
The train stopped, but proceeded on its way 
shortly. 

While there have been several minor ex- 
plosions at the powder plant in the last six 
years, there have been no deaths or serious 
accidents. Six years ago there was an ex- 
polsion in which one man was killed. 


“CORPSE” JUST ON A VACATION; 
RETURNS A CHUM OF “SLAYER.” 


Iowan Knew He Hadn’t Done Any Kill- 
ing, So He Goes Out and Finds “Vic- 
tim“ to Stop Gossip. 


Charles City. Ia., Aug. 18.—[{Special. 1— 
When they told Lafe Phillips recently that 
he had murdered Charles Boyer, he said t 
wasn't so. To prove thet he knew what he 
was talking about, he went out and found 
the alleged victim and brought him back in 
the flesh to town. 

Phillips put in an appearance at the home of 
Charles Boyer about four weeks ago. Ina 
short time the neighbors began to gossip 
about Mrs. Boyer and Phillips. 

The talk concerning the couple continued 
until it reached a climax in the disappearance 
of Boyer. No one had any idea about where 
he had gone to. 

In a week or so Mrs. Farington, sister of 
Boyer, swore out a warram accusing Phil- 
lips of killing her brother. The war- 
rant was served on Phillips, and he demanded 
an immediate hearing. For several days the 
evidence was heard behind closed doors. 

Finally, on the ground that the body ot the 
murdered man was not produced, and that 
the evidence was not sufficient to bind the 
accused over, he was dismissed. 

Phillips did not like to have anybody think- 
ing he had killed a man, even though he had 
been cleared, and as soon as he was released 
he went to work to find Boyer. 

This morning when the east bound passen- 
ger train on the Chicago and Milwaukee 
came in, there was on board the “murdered” 
man, as well as the murderer,“ as thick 
friends as you could wish to see. 

Phillips found Boyer working on @ farm 
near Spring Valley, Minn., and wag a week 
hunting him down. 


MYSTERY STILL ENSHROUDS 
RICH WIFE SENT TO ASYLUM. 


Mexico Doctor’s Helpmect Tells Hazy 
Story of Marriage Ceremony with 
Man in Los Angeles. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Aug. 13.—[Special. ]— 
The mystery surrounding Mrs. Edwin H. 
Norton, wife of a wealthy Guadalajara 
physician, remained unsolved at the court- 
house today when Judge Moss, with the ad- 
vice of two medical experts, committed Mrs. 
Norton to the Southern California State 
Hospital for the Insane. 

H. R. Burroughs, the young man who ad- 
mitted having placed Mrs. Norton in a pri- 
vate sanitarium, surrendered to the court a 
watch he had taken from her clothing while 
she was unconscious.

He 
said he found Mrs. Norton in a helpless state 
when she arrived at Los Angeles three weeks 
ago from her husband’s home in Mexico. 
She was hysterical when he met her at the 
Southern Pacific station on Saturday, he 
said.

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WILL PUSH CITY’ 
CLAIM TO LANDS 


Corporation Counsel Brun- 
dage's Entire Office Foree 
to Help Investigators. 
HAVE MUCH INFORMATION 


Chiperfleld Committee to Go on 
Trip Down [Illinois and 
Mississippi Rivers. 


The full force of the corporation counsel's 
office will be thrown behind the investigation 
now being made by the Chiperfield lesisla- 
tive committee regarding the fitle to sub- 
merged lands along Lake Michigan and the 
lakes and rivers of Illinois. 

Corporation Counsel Edward J. Brundage 
announced yesterday that heis convinced the 
investigation is to be far reaching and with 
big results in sight. 

„We have much information in our office, 
technical and official,” said Corporation 
Counsel Brundage, “which warrants the 
city in entering into the investigation now 
in progress and to develop, as far as is possi- 
ble, the claims of the city to the river and 
lake front in cojrdination with the methods 
of the legislative committee.“ 

Assistant Corporation Counsel WiiMam D. 
Barge, who has been in the employ of the city 
‘for many years, possesses much first hand in- 
formation regarding the various claims now 
set up over the ownership of riparian rights 
along the Chicago river, and the rights 
claimed by various private persons along the 
shore of Lake Michigan. 


* Will Offer Every Assistance. 

“Mr. Barge is fully informed as to the 
status of these claims, said Mr. Brundage, 
“and when the legislative committee reas- 
sembles in Chicago in September this office 
will offer every assistance in getting to the 
bottom of the cases which have been brought 
to the attention of the legislators.” 

With the office of the attorney general and 
that of the corporation counsel joining forces 
in upholding the legislature in probing the 
misused lands proposition, the adjourried 
session of the committee for the purpose of 
taking additional evidence gives promise of 
being thoroughly interesting. 

Ose matter which the corporation counsel's 
office will submit to the consideration of 
the investigators is the now obliterated and 
forgotten towpath which at one time marked 
the chief line of communication from the 
heart of Chicago to the heart of Illinois. 


River Towpath Has Disappeared. 

According to the testimony which Mr. 
Brundage says will be produced before the 
legislative committee, there once was a per- 
fectly good towpath which ran along the 
west bank of the Chicago river from Madi- 
son street down into the prairies, joining 
the towpath which still is in existence along 
the Illinois and Michigan canal. 

It will be the claim of the state, according 
to information made public yesterday, that 
private interests gradually took possession 
of this towpath and, in the guise of build- 
ing a protective pier, encroached foot upon 
foot, and with the addition of each new pro- 
tective pier finally acquired unto themselves 
the entire towpath, leaving nothing for the 
people. 

It is the position of the corporation coun- 
sel's office that the title to a strip from Madi- 
son street to the western city limits along 
the east bank of the river can be established 
with the greatest of ease. 


Brundage to “Start Something.” 

All that is necessary to throw a large sized 
scare into scores of alleged property owners 
along the strip is to start something.“ 
That something is one of the chief num- 
bers to be placed upon the Chiperfield com- 
— program for the September ses- 
sion. 

Next Monday the committee will start upon 
a trip down the Illinois and Mississippi riv- 
ers, beginning at La Salle and ending at 
Chester, below St. Louis. The committee 
will hold daily sessions upon the steamer 
during the trip, considering the testimony 
which has already been introduced and the 
figures and maps which have been submit- 
ted by the engineering department. Rep- 
resentatives of the attorney general’s office 
— accompany the joint committee on the 
trip. 


HEART BROKEN BY REVERSES. 


Coroner’s Jury Decides Financial Losses 
Cause Veteran Broker to End Life 
by Inhaling Gas. 


Daniel Reily, former board of trade opera- 
tor, killed himself because of despondency 
over financial reverses, according to the 
finding of @ coroner's jury yesterday. 

Miss Laura E. Reily, his foster daughter 
testified that it was his fourth attempt at 
self-destruction. She said his health broke 
down two years ago, shortly before he dis- 
posed of his seat on the board of trade. 

They lived at 216 Park avenye, and when 
she left the house Thursday morning to fol- 
low her vocation as seamstress at 1163 Lex- 
ington street, Reily was lying upon the couch 
in the dining room. She returned shortly 
after 4 o'clock p. m. and found him dead in 
a chair by the kitchen range. He had illed 
—— by inhalihg gas. 

iss Reily said her foster fat 
before to end his life by — dopey 
once attempted suicide by hanging but was 
cut down in the nick of time. 

Reily was born in Ireland sixty-seven years 
ago and was a member of the board for more 
than thirty-five years. Six years ago he got 
on the wrong side of the wheat market The 
death of his wife followed shortly, and then 
there was more bad speculation. When he 
retired two years ago he had little beside the 
$2,500 that his seat on the board of trade 
brought. He bought it for $25. He had many 
friends, both, among the old timers and the 
younger generation of brokers.

‘BUMBOATS’ UNDER DUAL FIRE 


City and Internal Revenue Offi- 
cers Join to Enforce Laws. 


LISTS WILL BE COMPARED. 


Aim of Campaign Is to Stop Illicit Sale 
of Liquor Here. 


A systematic campaign in which city and 
government officials are ocotiperating was 


launched yesterday against the unlicensed 


sale of liquor in Chicago. The movement 
started with E. J. Brundage, corporation 
counsel, who detailed two of his subordinates 
to the office of the internal revenue collector 
at the federal building to obtain information 
and prepare plans for the task in hand. 

The purpose of the campaign, it is said, 1 
to drive every blind pig from the city, to 
prosecute or. collect licenses from resorts 
where liquor is sold; and to compe “ bum- 
boats along the river and harbor to comply 
with the law with regard to the sale of intox- 
icants. 

After a casual examination of the records 
in the internal revenue office Mr. Brundage’s 
assistants expressed the opinion that there 
are between 500 and 1,000 places in the city 
where liquor is sold without a city license. 

The city began compiling a list of persons 
who pay for government licenses to seil 
liquor who do not have city licenses. The 
holding of a government license is taken as 
prima facie evidence that the holder is en- 
gaged in the sale of alcoholic liquors. 


City Will Aid Government. 

In turn the internal revenue ingpectors 
expect to obtain a list of city licenses for 
comparison to determine if their holders 
also have govermment licenses. This plan of 
codperation was adopted by John D. Bullock, 
internal revenue inspector in charge at Chi- 
cago, when he was at the head of the office 
at Buffalo, N. I., 

The plan was successful in Buffalo,“ said 
Inspector Bullock. “ We learned of many 
persons who did not have government li- 
censes by comparison of our records with 
those of the city. I believe the same resulte 
will follow here. 

“There is less trouble in enforcing the 
government regulations than those of the 
city. We have been furnished lists by the 
breweries of all retail dealers which the city 
has not been able to get.“ 

After giving his men instructions to pre- 
pare the lists in the internal revenue office 
Corporation Counsel Brundage left the city. 

“Mr. Brundage did not tell me just what 
his plans were, but I understand that he 
proposes to take action against every dealer 
who does not have a license from the city,” 
gaid J. H. Huhn, his private secretary. The 
government liste will assist materially in 
getting the information necessary. 


“Bumboats” Ignore the Law. 


One field in which the city has been notably | 


unsuccessful in its efforts to enforce the 
license regulations is thet along the piers 
fm the river and harbor. On houseboats, 
jaunches, and craft of every description beer 
and other liquors have been sold freely dur- 

the summer. Drinks have deen sold 
freely along the piers. 

in the north and south branches of the 
river and moored in the slips where freight- 
ers tie up are hundreds of tramp crafts 
which have been dispensers of beer, openly 
defying the police and refusing to close up. 
It is estimated that about 300 of these boats 
have been selling liquor, though the majority 
of them have played safe by obtaining goy- 
ernment licenses. 

Practically every resort in the “ levee *’ 
Gistricts which sells liquor is armed with a 
government license which gosts but $26 a 
year, but only a few of them have city 
licenses. It e sald these are to be included 
in the present campaign to collect revenue 
tor the city.

MOTHER FEARS KIDNAPING. 


Says, 1 Wonder Where the Poor 
Little Dear Is Tonight.“ 


Raymond Williams, the champion lost 
boy of the world.“ is lost again. He is 9 
years old. He disappeared on Wednesday 
from his home in West Harrison street, and 
his mother told the police last night that she 
feared he had been kidnaped. 

“I'm sure he did not run away of his own 
accord this time, sald the boy’s mother to 
Lieut. Bonfield of the Harrison street station. 
When I got him back two weeks ago after 
his last escapade he said he would never 
run away again.

It was said that 
the man from whom the mayor expects to 
hear tomorrow afternoon is a civilian who 
will be given first chance at the position. 

The mayor probably will go to Fox Jake this 
morning. Before he leaves he may instruct 
City Clerk Connery to call a special meet- 
ing of the council for Monday or some other 
day early in the week. 

There is the possibility that the nine mem- 
bers of the Merriam expenditure commis- 
gion will have been selected before Monday 
evening. With the return of Ald. B. W. 
Snow, chairmen of the council finance com- 
mittee, the last obstacle to their being s_- 
lected immediately has been removed.

OF SAFE BLOWING 


Two Men Arrested as They 
Are About to Ignite Fuse 
in West Side Store. 


ONE IS FORMER CONVICT. 


Pair of Accomplices Escape, but 
They Are Likely to Be 
Captured Soon. 


Two burglars, thought by the police to have 
“touched off" more than a dozen safes on 
the west side during the last few weeks, were 


captured last night by Detective Steve Barry 


of thé Déaplaines street station after a des- 
perate struggle in the paint store of Rob- 


ertson & Co., 324 West Madison street. A 


search was made over the west side early 
this morning for two other men who are 
known to have escaped. They are known to 
the police. The men caught are Albert 
Shoop. alias “ Blackie,“ and Jack Murphy, 
allas Spuds.“ 

Detective Barry in walking down the alley 
at the rear of the store was attracted by a 
Without waiting 


before the startled safeblowers were aware 
of his presence was almost upon them. 

“Put out that fuse, there!” he roared, 
pointing his revolver at them. I'll kill the 
first man who attempts to move. 

Like a flash Shoop leaped upon him, and im 
the souffle Barry's revolver was discharged. 
An instant later two of the burglars dashed 
past him and escaped in the alley. The 
sound of the revolver was heard by Detec- 
tives Webster and Keating, who were a 
block away, and a minute later they joined 
in the fight in the paint store. 


Shoop a Former Convict. 

Paint and oll cans were overturned and 
shelves were wrecked and hurled to the floor 
before the safeblowers were handcuffed. It 
is thought a quantity of nitro-glycerin is 
hidden near the store, for a heavy hammer 
and several chisels were found in the place, 
and the men carried revolvers and pocket 
electric lighte. A thorough search will be 
made by the police this morning. 

According to the police Shoop was released 
from the Jollet penitentiary only a few 
months ago. He is believed to be the ring- 
leader of a gang that has been operating on 
the west side for some time. Entrance to 
the store was obtained by forcing the heavy 
steel bars on a rear window, more than fif- 
teen feet from the ground. Jo insure them- 


selves against capture the robbers left the. 


rear door unbarred, and the men were just 
about to place a burning fuse to one of the 
safes when Barry entered. 

„I have been robbed by burglars and safe 
blowers before,“ said George L. Robertson, 
‘but these fellows were the boldest I ever 
met. I believe a search will reveal the hid- 
ing place of high explosives. Only a few 
dollars were in the store at the time, but the 
catch ig 4 timely one, for west side mer- 
chants have beem troubled with theee fel- 
lows for some time. I will appear against 
them in court.” 


Supposed to Be Gang Members. 

The police believe the men know something 
about the movements of Daniel Anderson, 
Joseph Bowman, and Joseph Gordon, who 
were caught a week ago at Morgan and West 
Randolph streets. Anderson is said to have 
* planted a bag of nitroglycerin just before 
he was captured. 

Robert Miller, said to be a merchant of 
Sheridan, N. Y., reported to Lieut. Cunning- 
ham of the Harrison street station early in 
the morning the theft of a wallet containing 
$170 in bills and certificates of deposits for 
$2,640 while in the Polk street depot. After 
notifying the police Miller left for New York. 


WOMEN PASS BOGUS $5 BILLS; 
SEARCH FOR THEM IS STARTED 


Two Give Fraudulent Silver Certificates 
to Amusement Park Cashiers—Secret 
Service Men Alert. 


Two women, one a blonde about 20 years 
old, are being sought by federal secret serv- 
ice operatives in connection with the al- 
leged passing of several fraudulent $5 bills 
last night. The women are said to have 
operated at stations of the Metropolitan 
elevated railroad and in Forest Park.

CITY LIGHT WIRE BURNED OUT. 


Darkness Following Electrical Storm 
Due to Damage Here, Not at 
Sanitary Plant. 


Damage to city electric wires alone was re- 
sponsible for the darkness of the loop district 
during the storm of Thursday night, accord- 
ing to statements made yesterday by R. R. 
McCormick, president of the sanitary board. 

„Our power plant at Lockport escaped with 
trifiing damage,“ he said, and the trouble 
with the street lighting was due to the burn- 
ing out of a cable of the city’s Western ave- 
nue station. That caused a plug at our plant 
to burn out, dut it was replaced in exactly 
eight minutes. I know this of my own per- 
sonal knowledge, because I happened to be at 
Lockport during thetrouble.” 

The city electrical department was busy re- 
pairing the damage during the day, and 
President McCormick's statements were re- 
peated by City Electrician Carroll. 

The Nash schoo! building, North Forty- 
ninth avenue and West Erie street, was 
struck by lightning in the storm Thursday 
night and the brickwork was damaged.

Kenilworth Authorities Serve 
Notice on Auto Drivers. 


CHILDREN’S LIVES IN PERIL. 


Reckless Chauffeurs Said to Ignore 
Warnings of Policemen. 


Grown weary with gentle dealing and kind 
words, the village authorities of Kentiworth 
have decided to treat speeding automobilists 
with as much severity as the law allows. 
Justice Allen announced yesterday that the 
heaviest tines would be impesed on those 
persons whe have been arrested before for 
violating the speed ordinances. 

During the last week President V. C. San- 
born of the village board of trustees insti- 
tuted a series of tests which showed thet 
from forty to sixty cars a day run through 
the village at rates of speed from twenty-on- 
to forty miles an hour. The drivers of these 
cars, it is said, pay no attention to the po» 
licemen who guard the streets. 


Children’s Lives in Danger. 


“We have been treating them kindly, but 
they don't seem to appreciate ft., said Presi- 
dent Sanborn. ‘ The more we talk the more 
they speed. So we have decided to assess 
heavy fines to see if that won't stop them. 

Many little children cross Sheridan road 
every day, and the way the automobiles are 
running makes it extremely dangerous. We 
have a record on one driver who passed 
through the village four times in one day at 
the rate of twenty-eight to thirty miles an 
hour. Now, this man will get the limit when 
we catch him. Justice Allen is heartily in 
sympathy with our efforts to make the road 
safe for pedestrians.” 

The village authorities appealed to the 
Chicago Automobile club last year to assist 
them to reduce the speed of automobiles. A 
letter was sent to each member of the club 
appealing to him ta run his automobile 
through the village at a moderate rate of 
speed. It is said this had no discernible 
effect. 


Will Impose Maximum Fine. 


The trustees were still inclined thie year 
to treat the automobilists gently. Several 
arrests were made, but only small fines Im- 
posed The board and the local justice now 
agree that nothing but heavy fines will stop 
the reckless driving. 

“Iam determined to put a stop to t.“ said 
Justice Allen, and I hereby warn al 
offenders that they will be punished severely 
in the future. The largest legal fine will be 
imposed on those drivers who have been fined 
previously for speeding.“ 

The fine for speeding varies from $6 to 
$200. Three policemen will be stationed in 
Sheridan road with orders to arrest every 
person who exceeds a speed of twenty miles 
an hour. 


Arrested for Taking Auto. 

George Sheler, a former chauffeur for 
Morris S. Rosenwald, was arrested for tak- 
ing his employer's automobile from the gar- 
age without Mr. Rosenwald's consent. The 
car turned turtle near Calvary cemetery, and 
was destroyed by fire. The machine was 
valued at $5,000. It was taken from Mr. 
Rosenwald's summer home at Winnetka on 
the night of May 81. 

David Rappert was uned $20 and costs by 
Justice Kendall for speeding an automo- 
bile in Oak Park. 


Colored PugilistIs Fined.  . 


Jack Johnson, colored heavyweight cham- 
pion of the world. was fined $15 and costs by 
Judge Gemmill in the Harrison street court 
for violation of the automobile speed ordi- 
nance. He pleaded that he had but fifteen 
minutes to catch a train for the Pacific coast 
and for that reason speeded his machine. 

“That is no excuse, said the court. 

David A. Swan, who lives at 46 Madison 
park, reported that his automobile, which 
he left in front of the Chicago Athletic asg- 
sociation building, had disappeared. He said 
he was informed that a well dressed man 
drove the car away. W. H. Gray, who livea 
at 390 Dearborn avenue, reported that his 
automobile had disappeared from his garage. 


MAN’S BODY TO BE EXHUMED; 
CLASH OVER IDENTIFICATION. 


Widow Disputes Payment of Undertak- 
er's Bill—Asserts Husband’s Re- 
mains Were Not Buried,

The body of a man which was buried Thurs- 
day in Oakwoods cemetery as that of John 
Montag, 5218 Ashland avenue, will be ex- 
humed this afternoon by order of the board 
of health in an attempt to unravel a clash 
over its identity. 

Although Mrs. Bertha Montag iden the 
body which was found last Monday in the 
Calumet river as that of her husband, when 
it was at the undertaking establishment of 
T. E. Murphy, 9826 South Chicago avenue, 
paid $50 on account of the undertaker’s bill, 
and telegraphed her reiatives to attend the 
funeral, she insisted on the opening of the 
casket at the services and then said that the 
body was not that of Montag. The funeral 
party rushed out into the street and the 
undertaker finished his part of the ceremony 
by burying the body. 

When the bill for a balance of $187, due 
the undertaker, was presented Mrs. Montag 
refused to settle. She said the body she 
had identified was not the one she had seen 
im the coffin at her home. 

Mrs. Montag refused to discuss the dispute 
last night. Her nephew, Frank Hoesch, said 
he was convinced the wrong body had been 
buried. “I know that my uncle is dead,” 
he said, decause I saw his body at Mur- 
phy’s morgue, but the body we buried was 
another one. I don’t know why it should 
have been changed, but I am positive that 
it will be discovered to be that of another 
man when it is exhumed tomorrow.” 

A physician of the board of health who 
made a post mortem examination of the 
body will examine it today.

TALK ON THE COLOR LINE 


Educator Urges Temperate and 
Hygienic Living in the 
Large Cities.“ 


Booker T. Washington and Jack Johnson, 
the intellectual and physical giants of the 
negro race, met face to face at Quinn chapel 
last night while more than two thousand 
colored men cheered until they were tired. 

The educator had come to Chicago to tell 
the men of his race to be clean and strong, 
talking from the platform, while the pugilist. 
sat in the front row, a living example of 
the doctrine of health and strength thet wae 
preached. 

When a subscription list was started in 
the audience to raise a debt of $500 on the 
chapel the teacher from Alabama gave $15 
and the champion heavyweight gave $10 
The other $10 subscription wes that sent by

Plea for Cleanliness. 

The message that Booker T. Washington 
brought to the men of his race in Chicago 
was of the virtue of the bath. He told of 
the easy fall of the colored man who comes 
from the agricultural districts of the south 
to the crowded cities of the north; from 
fresh air, wholesome food, and regular living 
to foul tenements, intemperance, immoral 
ity, and disease. | 

“ Youféay the color line has been drawn 
against you after you have neglected your 
opportunities and dissipated your strength 
and health, but in many cases there is no 
color line drawn against us but the line we 
draw ourselves. 

In some of the best hotels of Chicago 
there are men from France, Germany, and 
other countries of the continent of Europe 
who are the waiters in the dining rooms. 
They are mén who take a bath every day, 
wear clean linen and clean clothing, and 
sleep eight hours every night. In other ho- 
tels are negro waiters, who slouch in after 
being up all night, and are not clean or neat. 
It ia they who have drawn the color line. 


Bespeaks Care of Strangers. 

„It is up to you men of the race in Chi- 
cago, and I seem to be speaking to prosper- 
ous men tonight, to look after the negro 
from the south when he comes to the city 
without a knowledge of its ways or of its 
temptations and vices. Here they are hud- 
died together or they are dazzled by the 
glare and excitement of the electric ts 
and find it hard to live right and 
strong. 

“Whisky brings ruin to many bodies of 
the men of our race and no matter how 
strong or brave the individual may be he 
cannot fight whiaeky long. 

Show in Dress. 

„Another temptation to which our people 
yield is that of extravagance. Too many 
spend more than they earn. Too many have 
their hearts set upon the matter of super- 
ficial show in dress. This in the long run 
means crime. 

“There is danger in gambling. The indt- 
vidual who spends his time in low and vicious 
poolrooms or in other forms of gambling is 
not the creator but the disastrous consumer 
of wealth. 

“Every negro who spends his time loaf- 
ing, drinking, gambling, or is constantly ex- 
hibiting himself upon the street corners is a 
disgrace to the race. Let us get rid of such 
characters if we cannot keep them from get- 
ting into such life.“

Are our political, social, education- 
al, and religious systems governed by reason

of the jungle? 
When our statesman deplores the ap- 
proaching day when this shall be a mongrel 


nation, does he know the meaning of the 


word mongrel, or is he aware that there 
is in all Europe today no nation of pure 
' blood? 

When society, through its self-constituted 
mouthpiece, protests at the increasing num- 
bers of the divorced, does it propose a rem- 
edy based upon a knowledge of the history 
of the relations of the sexes, or does it nod 
approval, or frown, in accordance with its 
Own supposed best interests? Are the mem- 
bers of our society conscious of the laws 
which govern the devélopment of social in- 
stitutions? 

Do we compel the Indian to go to school, 
and do we establish an elaborate school sys- 
tem for the Philippine Malay because we be- 
lieve this to be for their interests, or do we 
force our system upon them, even to the 
point of death, unconscious of the fact that 
we are working under that biologic principle 
or law of life which leads to the belief that 
those not with us are not only wrong but 
against us? 

America Has Best Advantages. 

When the religious leader deplores the lack 
of communicants, does he accept freedom of 
thought as the crowning achievement and 
glory of the human mind; does he know 
and take into consideration the character of 
the history of the development of the human 
mind in its relation to the supernatural; is he 
fully conscious of the tremendous revolution 
taking place in this genefation in many 
realms of human activity? 

Man, especially in his school days, studies 
everything in this world except himself. 
Hence it is that not only is he profoundly 
ignorant of his own anatomy and physiology, 
and thus is at the mercy of the physician, 
but he is also so lacking in the history of 
his mental development as to be equally at 
the mercy of the priest. 

I am not certain that we of the American 
mation are the best governed or the most 
honest, or the most moral, or the most

Such knowledge can we realize that the great 


majority of the acts of our life are governed 
tradition and habit and not by reason: 


of the size of Illinois, with 30,000,000 con- 
tented people; surely it is the garden of the 
world. Then there is its rice table; its lovely 
little bronze colored men and women; and 
Buitenzorg; and Bara Budur, the greatest, 
the most marvelous Buddhist temple in the 
world. 

From Sourabaya, at the eastern end of 
Java, I went by shipagain along that in- 
terminable, bleak waste of West Australia, 
to Freementle and Perth, thence across the 
great Australian bight, to Adelaide and Mel- 
bourne, and thence by rail to Sidney and on 
to Brisbane. In speech Australia is cock- 
ney, in manners provincial, and in its cities 
more American than English. 


Crossing of Cannibal Island. 
From Brisbane I zailed back toward the 
north, across the matchless Coral sea, to 
the center of a great group of wild and little 
known tropic tslands owned by Germany, 
where I spent two months cruising. The in- 
terest and beauty of those days will never 
fade from my memory. I saw something 
of New Britain, sailed around New Ireland, 
and visited the little coral islands off its 
coast. Then down to the Solomon islands, 
crossing by foot Bougainville, a cannibal 
island, never before traversed by white man. 
And what can I say of the trip along the 
coast of glorious New Guinea? This, the 
greatest island in the world, 1 the 
least known and the most maligned. And 
then up the mighty Kaiserin Augusta river, 
with its great, black, mop headed, splendid 
humanity, beholding white men for the first 
time in their lives. 

Again I sailed over the perfect waters of 
the tropic sea, with a short call at Yap, the 
largest of the Caroline islands, on through 
the Straits of San Barnardino and up 
through the deautiful islands of the Philip- 
pine archipelago, always in sight of light- 
houses, indicative of home, and on to Ma- 
nila. 

From Manila up the coast and thence by 
horse for 200 miles across Luzon; through 
tropical forests of. rare beauty, in cafions 
and gorges and over high mountains, 
amongst the clouds, through many villages 
of wild head hunting tribes; a horseback 
ride, which for varying and sustained in- 
terest I do not believe can be exceeded in 


‘the world. Down the great Cagayan river, 


180 miles to its mouth, held up for fifteen 
days by a hurricane, which destroyed untold 
property, countless animals, and many hun- 
dreds of lives. 


Mighty Cities of China. 

Over the turbulent waters of the China sea 
to Hongkong. proud in its power and impos- 
ing in its strength; up Pearl river to Canton, 
the original human beehive, interesting and 
impressive and wonderfully gax in its colors; 
on up the coast to Shanghal d thence by 
Taku and Tientsin to Peking, not packed 
and crowded like Canton, but great and 
broad, and so surrounded by mighty walls 
within Walls that it is the most splendidly 
fortified city in existence. 

Were I asked to rame the four most in- 
teresting cities in the world visited by me, 
Peking would be one of the number. Next 
I visited the Valley of the Thirteen Tombs, 
with its palllons and majestic avenue of 
animals and the incomparable setting of the 
tombs themselves, reminding one of the 
Valley of the Tombs of the Kings at Thebes. 
Then on to the great wall, that colossal mon- 
ument to Chinese perseverance and patience, 
and even great monument to human stupid- 
ity, for it never kept any one out nor any 
one in. It winds and twists over mountain 
crests, where an eagle would hesitate to 
build its nest; but somebody started it and 
no one knew enough or had the fortitude of 
mind to stop it 

Over to Japan via Dalny, and across the 
Pacific, with « day ai Hor..2)ulu, to San Fran- 
cisco and on to Chicago, where 1 srrived 
Dec. 16 

Goes to Study Mankind Only. 

As I wrote last year of my experiences to 
my family, so I propose again to write for 
the readers of Tus TRIBUNE. I shall not see 
with the eyes of an artist, musician, priest, 
or even as the tourist, who travels to enjoy 
old world culture. I shall attempt to see 
men as.they are, to see them in their struggle 
for life, in their pursuit of happiaess; and I 
shall attempt to present and interpret the 
common facte of their physical and social 
life.

HOPES FOR EARLY ACTION 
Director Durand Thinks Work 
‘Can Be Commenced by the 
Middle of October. 


Beverly, Mass., Aug. 18.—At an extended 
conference tonight with Secretaty Nagel of 
the department of commerce and labor e 
master General Hitchcock and L. * 


Durand, director of census, President Tag 


approved the appointment of 830 supervisors 


of the thirteenth census. 


The list had been prepared at Washington 
for the president, and the qualifications of 
every man inquired into. There were some 
vacant districts in Kentucky, however, when 
the cabinet officers and the directors of the 
census arrived in Beverly this afternoon, 
and these were put up to the president for 
settlement. 

There has been marked discontent among 
some southern Republicans over the decis- 
ion of the president to divide the census 
patronage in the states of the solid south.“ 


Hopes to Begin Work in October. 

Director Durand said that he hoped to have 
the supervisors actively at work by the mid- 
dle at October. He said that many of the su- 
pervisors appointed by the president have re- 
ceived the indorsemént of business organi- 
zations in the communities in which they live 
and have been selected more fon their capa- 
bilities as officials than for any active part 
they have played in politics. 

In fact, President Taft, it is said, laid down 
the rules, especially in states where a division 
has been made between Democrats and Re- 
publicans, that supervisors shall not be ac- 
tive partisans and that no attempt should 
be made to build up political machines out of 
the census patronage. 


Looks Up Records of Candidates. 

Director Durand has personally inquired 
into the standing of every candidate recom- 
mended for office and has prepared a little 
biographical sketch of each supervisor 
named by the president to show exactly what 
the man has done to deserve his place in 
the public service. 

Messrs. Nagel, Hitchcock, and Durand 
were to have seen the president this after- 
noon, but in motoring to Beverly from Bos- 
ton they got lost on the wrong road, were 
delayed at the Boston ferry terminals, and 
did not arrive at the summer capital, until 
after the president and Mrs. Taft had gone 
out for an automobile ride. 

The conference at the Taft cottage did not 
begin until nearly 9 o’clock at night and con- 
tinued until a late hour. 


SENATOR FLAYS TARIFF LAW; 
SAYS STRUGGLE WILL GO ON. 


La Follette Declares People Did Not 
Want “Deceitful’’ Revision and That 


Trusts Opposed Change. 


Madson. Wis., Aug. 18.—(Special.]—Sena- 
tor La Follette flays the new tariff law in 
today’s ‘ssue of his weekly magazine. He 
says: 

Congress has only postponed a little 
longer the time when the people will secure 
what they had a right to expect of the ses- 
sion just ended. The struggle for an honest 
tariff has really only begun. There will be 
no stopping or faltering until a opstoms law 
is written on the nation’s ctatute books that 
rests on the scientific basis of the difference 
between the cost of production here and 
abroad. 

Who raised the question of tariff revision 
in the beginning? Who petitioned congress 
session after session for five long years? 
Who finally compelled candidates and politi- 
cal conventions to declare for revision? 

It was not the steel trust, the sugar trust, 
the coal trust, the lumber trust, the woolen 
trust, the cotton trust, the harvester trust. 


upon paper valued above $60 and not above 
$80 per ton. But in case of discrimination, 
then an extra duty of $2 per ton is to be 
levied. when the value is $60 per ton or less, 
in addition to the export charge. 

It was estimated by Congressman Mann of 
Chicago that as a result of the tinkering with 
this schedule the duty on print paper of the 
cheapest grade will be increased from 380. 
the Dingley rate, to $7.19 per ton, provided, 
of course, the Canadian restrictions con- 
tinue in force. ‘ 

There is an enormous book and job printing 
industry in this country. Its total products 
have an estimated value of §283,231,000. The 
total importations aggregated in 1905 about 
$6,500,000. Six thousand libraries, contain- 
ing 60,000,000 volumes, sent a representative 
to Washington to protest against any cur- 
tallment of the privilege of free importation 
which these institutions have enjoyed for 
many years. 


Imports of Printed Matter Huge. 


The total imports of books and other print-. 


ed matter imported during the fiscal year 
1908 were valued at 36,541,000, of which 
$3,379,000 entered without payment of duty. 
The material allowed free admission con- 
sisted, first, of books printed wholly in for- 
eign languages; second, books in English, 
which have been printed for twenty years, 
and, third, books imported for the use of 
the United States, the library of congress, 
and libraries, educational institutions, and 
societies of a literary and scientific char- 


acter. 


Congress agreed to continue this concess- 
sion. A reduction was made in the duty on 
books of paper or other niaterials for chil- 
dren’s use, containing illuminated litho- 
graphic prints, and all booklets and fashion 
magazines or periodicals printed in whole 
or in part by lithographic process or deco- 
rated by hand. 

According to the census of 1906, the United 
States produced in the preceding year 146,832 
tons of fine paper, all but 15,000 tons of which 
were used for writing purposes. The pro- 
duction of wrapping paper was estimateé 
to be 644.291 tons; of cardboard and bristol 
board, tickets, etc., 30, 000 tons, of cover pa- 
per, 22,150 tons, and of plate, lithograph, mat, 
woodcut, and similar papers, 19,800 tons. 
Occasional increases of duties were made 
upon imports of these products, especially 
on several grades of writing paper and wrap- 
ping paper. The duty was increased alsc 
on lithographic cigar labels, flaps, and bands. 
other lithographic prints and photographic 
material remain at the old rate. 


Protection on Picture Postals. 


An industry which has developed in the 
United States is that of the manufacture 
of picture posta}cards. Forty years ago the 
printing of these cards beganin Europe. To- 
day there are foreign factories as large as 
our woolen mills, some of which employ as 
many as 5,000 workmen. It is estimated that 
the number of souvenir postal cards passing 
through the British postoffices annually is 
more than 500,000,000 and the value of the 
cards is fixed at $5,000,000. 

Postal cards became a fad in the United 
States fifteen years ago. The American peo- 
ple seem to have caught the fever, for to- 
day more picture postal cards are used by 
them than by any other nation. Only 
small percentage of the cards is made 
this country. The imports from Germany 
alone during 1907 amounted to 725,500,000 
cards. Picture post cards are on sale in 
80,000 stores in the United States. 

Congress recognized the advantage of pro- 
viding protection for this industry and ap- 
plied customs duties with this object in view. 

Taking the pulp and paper schedule as a 
whole, congress made an increase in duties. 
The equivalent ad valorem under the Ding- 
ley law was estimated to be 20.67 per cent. 
Under the new law it is 23.43 per cent. The 
conference committee estimated that in- 
creases had been made upon articles having 
a consumption value of $81,486,000, and de- 
creased upon articles with a consumption 
value of $67,628,000. 

In the dispatch on the woolen schedule 
printed in THE TRIBUNE this morning, a mis- 
take was made in stating that wool wastes 
had undergone an increase of duty. Asa 
matter of fact, the rates upon these mate- 
riale were not changed.

CASTRO MIXED IN DEAL. 


New York Company Case One of 
Five That Disrupted Diplo- 
matic Relations. 

f 


New York, Aug. 13.— [Special. I—Informa- 
tion reached New York today that the claini 
of the New York-Venesuela company, one 
of the five American claims against the gov- 


ernment of Venesuela, the dispute over 


which led to a rupture of diplomatic rela- 
tions between the two countries sixteen 
months ago, has been settled out of court. 
Minister W. W. Russell cabled the state 
department at Washington that the Vene- 
zuelan guthorities had signed a protocol 
whereby their government is to pay the 
American company $475,000 in requita!l for 
the expenditures made in the development 
of concessions granted in 1901 by the Castro 


government. 

It was expected that the case would go be- 
fore The Hague tribunal next fall, and. testi- 
mony had been taken here for the last three 
months in preparation for the trial. 


Third Settled Independently. 

The case of the New York-Venezuela com- 
pany is the third of five differences between 
this country and Venezuela to be settled in- 
dependently. The case of the Orinoco Steam- 
ship company has thus far proved itself be- 
yond diplomatic settlement, and doubtless 
WII go to The Hague next fall. 

The news of the settlement reached R. 
Floyd Clarke, attorney for the New York- 
Venezuela company, this afternoon just 
before he was about to conduct a cross ex- 
amination of a witness in the case in prepa- 
ration for trial before The Hague tribunal. 
The examination was in his office before 
United States Commissioner Samuel N. 
Hitchcock and Solicitor for the United States 
William C. Dennis. 

Clarke and Dennis wanted to go on with 
the examination in fear the news might not 
be as good as it seemed, but the Venezuelan 
representatives were so sure a settlement 
had at last been arrived at that they left, 
saying there wasn't anything else to do. 


Company Started in 1900. 

The New York-Venezuela compony had 
its beginr’ng backe in 1000. In that year 
at the in .ance of a group of New York cap- 
italists, George W. Crichfleld went to 
Venezuela in the hope of locating asphalt 
deposits as good as those on the island of 
Trinidad. He worked his way inland through 
swamps about seventy miles westward of 
Mar’.caibo, near a place called Inciarte, and 
carne upon an asphalt lake that came pretty 
cose to his best anticipations. 

He contracted to purchase the lake fro 
the Venezuelan owners, and then went to see 
Cipriano Castro, who then was provisional! 
president. Castro smiled on the project and 
agreed to make concessions. He authorized 
Crichfield to build a rallroad from the as- 
phalt lake to the River Limon, which was 
partly navigable, and to dredge it and dig 
such canals as would get the product to open 
water. 

Neither enterprise to which this contract 
refers nor the products of its line can be bur- 
dened with any kind of natronal taxes or con- 
tributions,’’ went Castro's concession, and 


the contractor is allowed to enter free ot im- 


port duties and free of any other tax all 
things he needs to bufid his railroad and op- 
erate his mine.“ 


Castro Crawls on His Bargain. 

Crichfield was to pay 50,000 bolivars, and 
at the end of fifty years the railroad was to 
become the property of the government. 
Crichfield and Adjt. David Fleming went to 
work to carry out all the things they said 
they would. Manufacturing began in 1902, 
and except for a blockade in 1908 they 
shipped asphalt up to the last of January, 
1905. 

Castro by the middle of 1904 had begun to 
crawl on his bargain. In the beginning of 
that year a new mining code was put for- 
ward under which a hectare tax of 40 cents 


Article in Marine Review Stirs Officials 
in Washington, 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 18.—[Special.}—. 


Officials on duty at the navy department re- 
ceived a jolt today when the latest issue of 
the Marine Heview, published in Cleve 
land, arrived for their inspection, and one of 
the severest roasts the navy has received 
for many a day met their eyes. 

“The Naval Waste is the title of an 
article against clumsy methods, extrava- 
gance, and useless energy expended in the 
navy department, which, according to 
an announcement in the magazipe, is only a 
forerunner of a series of severe criticisms of 
the navy department and its thode, which 


appear from month to month. 


The editors admit the articles are largely 
inspired by failure of the mérchant marine 
movement to attain success in congress, 
while naval appropriations go through ap- 
parently without investigation and in con- 
tinually increasing amounts. 


Divided as to Criticism. 

There are officials in certain branches of 
the department who admit that a great deal 
of the criticism is well founded. ‘There are 
others who vigorously combat all the asser- 
tions. , 

The fact that the government is spending 
$7,000,000 to build four colfiers, each of 6,000 
tons capacity, is the first of the series of flaws 
which the writer picks in the navy manage- 
ment. He calls attention to the fact that 
four years have elapsed and the colliers still 
are uncompleted. 

* In this same countr yof ours there are 
builders who have and do put into commis- 
sion, not a 6,000 ton but a 10,000 ton coal ship 
in seventy days from the day the keel is 
laid,“ the article sets forth, and this at less 
than one-fourth the money the navy is now 
expending for a collier.”’ 

The writer ridicules the fact that the naval 
colliers are armed and supplied with a large 
complement of men and officers, when an 
ordinary cargo of ships of similar capacity 
can proceed just as effectively unarmed, in 
peace or war, and at sea would carry forty 
men all told instead of perhaps 200, which the 
navy department demande. 


Sees Extravagance in Repairs. 

Another alleged item of extravagance and 
incompetente is in repairing vessels and their 
equipment. The story is told of how two pro- 
peller shafts intended for a certain vessel 
building on the Pacific coast were purchased 
at an eastern forge. They were duly in- 
spected and passed by a navy officer when 
they left the forge, and upon being inspected 
again by the navy when they reached their 
destination one was turned back as defec- 
tive. A new propeller shaft was shipped and 
the defective shaft was laid aside in the yard 
foundry. “Later one of the original shafts 
was broken and a hurry order was sent to the 
forge for a duplicate. After an interval the 
condemned shaft was hauled into the shop, 
cleaned up, and shipped, was accepted and 
installed, and is still in service. ’ 

A reckless disregard of cost is charged in 
the matter of castings and in fittings of bat- 
tleships. It is asserted that certain portions 
of coniform rollers of battleship turrets are 
cast from navy bronze when a cast of stee) 
would serve the purpose as well or better and 
at one-sixth the cost. It also is asserted that 
the navy has a predilection for the use of 
navy bronze in deck scuttles and other ship 
fittings where cast steel would be niore ap- 
propriate, fully as serviceable, and many 
times cheaper. 


Volley at Obeajete Theory. 


The final volley fired contains the state- 
ment that almost beforé our best battleships 
have had time to acquire a growth of bar- 
nacles, the country is told they are obsolete. 
The writer asserts that a visit to any navy 
yard will disclose vessels laid up and out of 
service that the country only a few years ago 
was told were urgently needed, and says: 

They are not even laid up with the care 
of the ordinary merchantmen, nor is there 
any attempt to keep ‘shipshape.’ Guns are 
pointing at all angles, some without pom- 
pions; wood decke are shrinking and splin- 
tering in the sun and weather for want ofa 
wetting down; tattered tarpaulins are 
adrift and waving in the breeze; mooring 
lines without a bit of chafing gear—even a 
gangway gone adrift while a lazy watchman

“The consumer in every state, who paid 
higher and higher prices for poorer and poor- 
er articles, demanded tariff revision. The 
small manufacturers dependent upon the 
trusts for raw material in the form of bar 
iron and steel and lumber and coal, oppressed 
by steadily advancing charges, were com- 
pelled to join with the consumers for revision 
of the tariff. 

„ Plainly, tariff revisiop meant downward 
revision. But how much and what kind of 
downward revision? 

Not a cunning, deceitful, downward re- 
vision, applied to articles rarely if ever 
purchased by the mass of the people. Nota 
sleight-of-hand reduction on articles of gen- 
eral use, so shrewdly measured as to enable 
the trust to continue to charge exorbitant 
prices. Downward revision meant honest 
downward revision, producing the result for 
which the consumer sought revision. It 
meant reducing the rates on articles enter- 
ing into general domestic use enough to 
insure foreign competition. 

President Taft approved the new law.

PLANS OF BALLINGER’S FOES 


Charge He Attempted to Rush 
Land Hearing Basis of Fight. 


DENIAL BY OFFICIAIS. 


Claims Now Under Fire Have Been 
Filed Upon for Four Years. 


—_— 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 18.—[Special j— 
It was admitted today by persons in close 
touch with whatever moves there are on foot 
to discomfit Secretary of the Interior Bal- 
Unger that the main hope of the secretary's 
enemies ie centered in the circumstances sur- 
rounding the entry of coal lande in Alaska 
by C. C. Cunningham and others. 

It is reported that the assertion will be 
made that in isseulng an order for the speedy 
hearing of the entry cases in question, Secre- 
tary Ballinger has laid himself open to sus- 
picion of having continued to serve the in- 
terests of his former clients. This is said 
to involve thirty-three entries. The cause of 
haste will be asserted to be the alleged dis- 
covery that the government at present has 
not sufficient evidence with which to support 
its claims that the coal lands are being ille- 
gally entered and that a hurried hearing 
possibly will be settled in favor of the claim- 
ants. 

It even is charged that inspection agents 
on the Cunningham case were changed re 
cently upon finding that one employé sent 
to Alaska did not suit the purpose of Mr. 
Ballinger both as to the speed and as to the 
nature of the evidence which he insisted 
upon digging up. 

Claim Agent Was Transferred. 

It is alleged that the inspector figured for 
himself that the proceedings were not tak- 
ing a course which appeared strictly acoord- 
ing to the law, and when forestry agents 
commenced their investigations in a particu- 
lar tract in that locality he exchanged opin- 
ions with them so freely that it was discov- 
ered at Washington he had outlived his use- 
fulness there, and a man with less than 
two years’ experience was hustled into the 
territory. 

The enemies of Ballinger hint that the al- 
leged proofs of the attempt to hustle into the 
hands of private interests-coal lands contain- 
ing no less than 57,000,000 tons of cos! will 
be produced when the proper time arrives. 
It is evident that these supposed proofs are 
in the hands of the transferred agent. 

Assistant Commissioner General of the 
Land Office H. H. Schwartz was ina consul- 
tation all afternoon with the assistant attor- 
ney general for the interior department. It 
was rumored that the details of what might 


be necessary to give out concerning the Cun- 


ningham land deal were in preparation. Of- 
ficials at the department say that whatever 
statement is issued will show that Secre- 
tary Ballinger formally turned over the oon- 
duct of the case to the assistant secretary 
with the statement that he would not parti- 
cipate in any way, owing to his former con- 
nection with the Cunningham entrymen as 


an attorney. 
Department Denies Any Haste. 

Surprise was evinced at the department 
concerning the possible charge that matters 
were unduly rushed, and that the evidence 
in support of the government's side of the 
case was not obtainable. It was. pointed out 
that, inasmuch as the entries had been pend- 
ing for over four years, it could not be con- 
sidered acting in undue haste to bring them 
to a hearing and settlement now. 

The department officials disclosed the fact 
that there is in possession of the govern- 
ment a written agreement which shows that 
the Cunningham entrymen planned, before 
their entries were filed, to turn over their 
hokiings to a corporation to be formed im- 
mediately after the patents were secured, 10 
per cent of the stock of the same to go to 
Mr. Cunningham for his promotion efforts. 

“at no time during the administration of 
Seretary Ballinger have any power sites 
been filed upon in Montana,” says Acting 
Assistant Commissioner Schwartz of the gen- 
eral land office in a statement today. The 
statement was issued as a denial of a story 
which alleged that in the Bozeman (Mont.) 
jand district one Jeremiah Collins, on June 
11, filed on 15,868 acres of land valuable for 
power sites, and in the interest of large 
power companies.

Child Stricken Near Courtland, 
III., While Clapping Hands. 


CHICAGOAN IS FOUND DEAD. 


Thought to Have Died frof Shock in 
Destructive Storm.

Aurora, III., Aug. 18.—[Special.]—Alice 
Roach, 4 years old, while clapping her hands 
over a.joke she had played on an older sister, 
was stricken to death at her home near 
Courtland last night by a bolt of lightning 
during an electrical storm that swept Kane, 
De Kalb. and Kendall counties. 

The bolt that killed the child felled two 
older sisters to the floor unconscious, and 
tore a large hole in the house. 

James Roach, living about four miles west 
of Maple Park, is the father of the child 
that was killed and those o were injured. 

A. H. Beck, a cigar salesman of Chicago 
and a member of the Illinois Commercial 
Merchants’ union, wes found dead under a 
pile of lumber in the yards of the North Side 
Lumber company at Sycamore. His death 
is supposed to have resulted from shock dur- 
ing the heavy storm.

The heat wave started at daylight 
and at 6 o’clock in the morning the ther- 
mometer showed 80 degrees, The maximum 
of 96 was recorded at 3 p. m.

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Bitterness Shown by Counsel in 
Summing Up Their Cases. 


MOTHER PLANS NEW FIGHT. 


Young Officer Declared to Have Met 
Death by Cowardice. 


Annapolis, Md., Aug. 13.—[{Special.]—The 
inquiry Into the causes of the death of Lieut. 
J. N. Sutton, U. S. M. C., closed today. The 
court will sit tomorrow in private for the 
purpose of discussing the findings, which 
will be forwarded to the navy department at 
Washington, whence the announcement of 
the result of the inquiry will be made. 

Mrs. Suton said tonight that if the findings 
of the court of inqury declare, as did those 
of the former board of inquiry, that 
her son committed suicide, she will carry 
the case still further, though in what way 
she is.not now prepared to say. 

The summing up by Jawyers for both sides 
in the case were remarkable for the bitter- 
ness which was shown. Henry E. Davis. 
counsel for Mrs. Sutton, was the first to 
speak. Mr. Davis went back to the coming 
of Lieut. Sutton to Annapolis and said his 
life there, ag well as letters home, negatived 
the idea the young officer contemplated gut- 
cide. Mr. Davis severely attacked the orig- 
inal board of inquest and told of the hard 
fight of the Sutton family to get a second 
hearing. 

Mr. Davis denied the tragedy followed a 
drunken brawl and declared the fighté that 
preceded Sutton's death were not fought by 
him. He declared the testimony of Adams, 
Utley, and Osterman conflicted: declared 
parts of Lieut. Adams’ testimony were pure 
invention, and insisted he had admitted 
guilty connection with the tragedy. Ser- 
= De Hart, he charged, committed per- 
ury. 


Blames “Frantic Ravings of Woman.” 

A. E. Birney, counsel for Lieut. Adams, 
then, began his summing up. He said the 
charges were based entirely on the ’ frantic 
ravings of a woman,“ and denied the possi- 
bility of Lieut. Sutton having been beaten 
to death and then shot to conceal the crime, 
which, he said, Mr. Davis had charged by 
imputation at least. He declared Mrs. Sut- 
ton has pursued his client and his assoctates 
with malevolent hatred, not with: evidence 
of maternal sorrow as inspiring her. 

He said Mrs. Sutton herself had cast the 
worst slur upon the memory of her son 
when she said he would have, if insulted, 
“run and told the colonel,“ and not have 
replied with a blow. Mr. Birney placed 
Lieut: Sutton in the attitude of a whipped 
coward and declared he had armed himself 
with the deliberate purpose of doing murder. 

Again branding Sutton as a rank coward, 
Mr. Birney strongly praised Lieut. Adams 
for his bravery when, as he had testified. 
Lieut. Sutton fired upon him. He fully justi- 
ned the treatment to which, according to his 
cHent and his brother officers, Lieut. Sutton 
was subjected and said that the only fair’ 
imputation of any criminality at any time 
during the night of Oct. 12-13, 1907, must rest 
upon Lieut. Sutton himself. 


Sutton’s Habits Are Attacked. 
He then attacked Sutton as a breaker of 
regulations and a mam of objectionable hab- 
its. The evidence of crime, in this case, he 
said, rested entirely upon Mrs. Sutton’s 
‘‘ preternatural viston,“ and upon the flimsy 
evidence of Dr. Schaeffer, the expert on gun- 
shot wounds, which, he said, had been so 
strongly contradicted as to give it no weight. 

That Lieut. Sutton shot himself accidental- 
ly while drawing the pistol from under him, 
he said, was quite impossible. Wither he de- 
Hberately committed suicide or shot himself 
while attempting to shoot some one else who 
was above him, perhaps on him. And this 
latter, Mr. Birney declared to be suicide.

FEAR CRAIN CAR SHORTAGE 


May Become Alarming if Present 
Surplus Reduction Continues, 


— 


LINES REPAIR EQUIPMENT. 


Railroads Prepare to Handle Record 
Crop in the Fall, 


For the first time since 1907 the rallroads 
will face an alarming shortage of cars for 
the handling of the immense grain crop be- 
fore Oct. 1 if the present rate of reductions 
in the number of surplus freight cars con- 
tinues, according to Arthur Hale, general 
agent of the American Railway association. 
Similar viewe were expressed yesterday by 
many railroad officials, while others were 
confident that the large number of box cars 
recently ordered by the western roads would 
prevent a shortage of equipment. 

The total number of idle cars on Aug. 4 was 
207,173, according to the fortnightly bulletin 
of the committee on relations between rall- 
roads, of which Mr. Hale is chairman. This 
represents a decrease of 36,181 in two weeks. 

The railroads are all makig active prepa- 
rations for handling a record crop by as- 
sembling their equipment at the principal 


the Rock Island is already moving from 
800 to 400 cars a day. 


Expect Heavy Demand. 

E. W. McKenna, second vice president of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul rai)- 
way and a member of the committee, said, 
when asked about the prospects of a short- 


age: 

“I can give you a better answer about Oct. 
10, but it is my impression that cars wil! 
be pretty scarce, owing to the fact that the 
shippers and receivers are not meking the 
same preparations for the proper handling 
of the grain that the railroads are, and they 
probably will as usual want all their cars in 
a bunch. Therailroads are making ready for 
hauling one of the biggest crops on record. 
We have built 7,500 new freight cars since 
last November ,of which 5,000 are box cars 
and 2,600 coal cars, and 180 locomotives.” 

N. D. Ballentine, superintendent of car 
service of the Rock Island, said his road had 
plenty of cars now and did not expect a short- 
age later. 

An official of the Burlington sald he ex- 
pected a shortage of cars before the fall 
season ends, but declared that the Burlington 
was making every effort to anticipate 1 
heavy movement by repairing ite bad order 
cars as fast as possible and by placing large 
orders for new equipment. Three thousand 
box cars, 500 refrigerator cars, and 1. 000 gon- 
egy are expected to be delivered before 


Busy with Repair Work. 

The Alton plans to have every car on its 
line in good repair and ready for service by 
the first of next month. The Northwestern 
also expects to be able to furnish cars as 
needed. 

It is reported that coal dealers have already 
felt a shortage. In the current issue of the 
Black Diamond it is declared that the car 
situation is rapidly assuming a serious aspect 
and operators from every section of the 
country report their inabffity to secure trans- 
portation facilities for the marketing of their 
product. Iilinols operators in a number of 
instances were compelled to shut down two 
days last week, and most of the other opera- 
tors were compelled to curtail their output. 

On the other hand, the railroad officials 
report a continued surplus of coal cars in 
this state and say that if the coal men were 
short of care it was because they had 
* bunched ”’ their orders. 


Low Rate in Missouri. 

The Chicago and Alton, Rock Island, and 
Missouri Pacific have announced their inten- 
tion of putting into effect a 2 cent a mile 
first class rate for parties of ten or more 
traveling together on a single ticket, locally 
in Missouri and interstate between IHinois 
and Missouri. This ie a restoration of the 
rates in effect before the passage of 2 cent 
laws in these states. 

Sir Charles Rivers Wilson of London, pres- 
ident of the Grand Trunk railway, and 
Charlies M. Hays of Montreal, president of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific, will meet at Van- 
couver next week with Howard Elliott, pres- 
ident of the Northern Pacific, to negotiate 
for the joint use of terminals for the new 
transcontinental] line, which is expected to 
be completed by December, 1911. It is our 
intention to have terminals to be used joint- 
ly with the Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific in Vancouver, said Mr. Hays, and 
besides operating a fleet of ships in the 
oriental trade, we are going to have a ter- 
minal in Seattle.“

Declares Prisoner’s Suggestions Were 
Made at His Request. 


White Plains, N. Y., Aug. 13.—[(Special.}j— 
Contrary to general expectations this was 
not moving day for Harry K. Thaw, because 
Justice Mills in Signing the order commit- 
ting him to the asylum fixed next Wednes- 
day as the date when he shall be turned over 
to the authorities of Mattea wan. 

Mills explained this by saying that Thaw's 
mother had asked for a delay so they could 
attend to some private matters at White 
Plains. There being no objection on the part 
of the state the justice said he felt it entirely 
proper to grant the request. 

Thaw's lawyer, Charles Morschauser, ap- 
peared for him before Mills at a speciai term 
in Mount Vernon today, but made no motion 
for a modification of the order to have the 
prisoner committed to some other institu- 
tion than Matteawan. He remarked yester- 
day that he thought this would be entirely 
useless. 


Mother to Visit Him Daily. 


The extension of time was a surprise to the 
asylum authorities) as two keepers had been 
sent to White Plains early to take Thaw back 
to the asylum. Mrs. Thaw will — —— 
her son to Mattea wan and has hired a house 
at Fishkill so she will not be far away from 
3 She desires to visit him daily in the asy- 

um. 

While the Thaw family, including the pris- 
oner, is much broken up over the decision, 
they still have hopes that he may regain 
his liberty by winning on an appeal from the 
original commitment of Justice Dowling. 
This matter now is before the Court of Ap- 
peals and probably will be decided this fall. 

The part of Justice Mills’ decision which 
cut Thaw the deepest was the observation 
about the prisoner's frequent interruptions 
of his counsel in the progrees of the hearing. 
It was because of these interruptions that 
Mills, who is firm in his convictions on all 
matters of judicial propriety, took occasion 
to question Thaw about his “ exaggerated 
ego. 


Lawyer Explains Interruptions. 


Thaw has taken this part of the decision so 
much to heart that his lawyer today issued 
the following statement: 

“I made a mistake in not explaining more 
at length that Mr. Thaw interrupted me 
at my own request. Each day I asked him 
to speak to me about conversations he had 
had with numerous witnesses and also to in- 
form me of things in the records of the two 
trials which I, unfortunately, was unable to 
obtain myself, and therefore was forced to 
depend entirely upon Mr. Thaw’s memory. It 
was totally unjust to say that Mr. Thaw was 
nervous during the hearing., He was not. All 
his suggestions were made to me by my own 


request. 
Provisions About Smoking. 


Justice Mills’ recommendation that Thaw 
be granted the privileges he enjoyed during 
the first three months at Matteawan was 
made mandatory anda part of the order com- 
mitting the prisoner to the asylum. Pro- 
vision will be made about his smoking.

VIENNA, Aug. 14.—Representatives of Dr. 
Menn, the Chicago physician, for the love of 
whose daughter young Baron Oskar de 
Rothschild killed himself, are in Vienna in 
conference with the elder baron regarding a 
monetary compensation in connection with 
the tragedy. 

Julius Kessler of Chicago and Lawyer Ro- 
senberg are in Vienna. It is declared that 
the dead baron was left penniless in the lake 
city, his father not wanting him to return 
to this city. Kessler says the Menns paid 
the baron’s fare to New York, the cost of his 
suite on the steamer, and other expenses. 
A demand will be made on the father, who 
is worth $260,000,000, for $20,000 covering 
money advanced to his son and other coh- 
siderations. 

In addition to this, Menn’s representatives 
will exact from the baron a statement refut- 
ing all derogatory allegations concerning 
Miss Olgo Menn and her relatives. : 

An agreement, it is understood, will be 
concluded in a few days. Doubt is expressed 
in some quarters that Baron de Rothschild 
win consent to pay his dead son's debts.

Dr. Yen, Second Secretary of 
Washington Legation, Re- 
called to Peking. 


CHANG IS PERSONA GRATA 


Wu’s Successor Said to Be in Fa- 
vor of Adopting West- 
ern Ideas. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 13.—That there 
will be a complete change in the Chinese 
legation here was made evident today by the 
receipt of a cablegram recalling Dr. Yen 
Woi-Ching, second secretary, to Peking. Dr. 
Yen came here with Mr. Wu. 

Officials close to the Chinese legation be- 
eve Mr. Wu will be engaged at, Peking in 
conchuding the codification of the laws of 
China, which work was begun by him when 
first recalled several years ago. The codifi- 
cation has progressed, until today, it is 
stated, the task is almost finished. It is said 
that before final approval is given, it is likely 
the sanction of Mr. Wu will be required. 


Chang Likes Western Ideas. 

Chang Yin Tang, who will succeed Mr. Wu 
as minister, is regarded here as in perfect 
accord with Mr. Wu in his general views on 
the future developments of China. Both 
the present minister and his successor are of 
the progressive clement. ~- 

While Chang Yin Tang was educated at 
home and speaks little English, he is said 
to be in thorough sympathy with the policy 
of adopting western ideas. He has a brother 
and a son being educated in this city pre- 
paring for college. Another son was sent to 
this country ten years ago. Desiring to fra- 
ternize with his American companions, he 
adopted the name of Henry and is generally 
known as Henry Chang. He was graduated 
from the University of Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Wu has been entirely satisfactory to 
this government, both officially and person- 
ally, it was authoritatively stated touay. 
Chang also is entirely acceptable to the ad- 
ministration. 


Powers Want “Open Door.” 

Although the interest of the American gov- 
ernment in the controversy between China 
and Japan growing out of the aa. e 
of the Antung-Mukden railroad is large 
of a passive character, yet developmen 
will be watched with interest, not alone by 
the United States, but by the other powers 
as well. All are anxious that there shall 
be an uninterrupted’ continuance of the 
“open door policy. 

Both Japan and China have laid before 
the state department statements setting 
forth their attitude in the Antung-Mukden 
dispute. These statements are intended to 
show the predominating reasons which have 
actuated the respective governments in the 
steps they have taken.

Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 13—-[Special.]—A 
rude awakening from her honeymoon fol- 
lowed the discovery by Annie Alfter, aged 21, 
that the man she believed to be her husband 
was claimed by another woman.

Committee Fails to Sustain Ad- 
miral Beresford’s Charges.

GREAT ARMY: IS PLANNED. 


Troops of Colonies to Have Uniform 
Training for War. 


LONDON, Aug. 13.—The imperial defense 
committee's subcommittee, which was ap- 
pointed to investigate the recent criticisms 
made by Admiral Lord Charles Beresford of 
the state of the navy, has issued its report. 
It is signed by Premier Asquith, the ear! of 
Crewe, secretary ot the colonies; Viscourit 
Morley, secretary of India; Sir Edward Grey, 
secretary for foreign affairs; and Richard 
Burdon Haldane, secretary for war. 

The report practically exonerates the ad- 
miralty of Admiral Beresford’s charges of 
having endangered the country by the un- 
wise organization and distribution of the 
fleet, having too few cruisers and small craft 
and inefficient war plans, but it finds that 
both thes admiralty and Admiral Beresford 
are blameable for inharmonious codperation. 

Fine Imperial Army Planned. 

One great homogeneous imperial British 
army, uniformly trained and equipped, is to 
be the outcome of the imperial conferences 
on the navy and military defenses of the em- 
pire held at the foreign office the latter part 
of July. 

‘This was the suggestion submitted to the 
colonial delegates of the home government, 
and after exhaustive suggestions of the mili- 
tary committee it has obtained the complete 
acquiescence of the over-sea representatives. 

In general terms the plan provides that 
all troops of self-governing colonies shall 
undergo precisely the same training as the 
home regulars in order to be ready to take 
their places beside the latter whenever and 
wherever necessity may arise. 


British War Secretary Pleased. 

BRADFORD, England, Aug. 18.—In a 
speech here tonight Secretary for War Hal- 
dane expressed the greatest satisfaction that 
the imperial conference on the naval and 
military defenses of the empire had arrived 
at an agreement. 

He announced that while Lord Kitchener, 
the newly appointed inspector general of the 
Mediterranean forces, was in Australasia, 
Lieut. Gen. Sir John French, commander of 
the First army corps, was going to Canada 
to work out the details of the plan there. 


SPANISH FLEET TO RESCUE 
OF BIG ARMY THREATENED. 


Vessels Rushed to Melilla, Where Moors 
Gather to Battle with Force of 38,- 
000 Under Gen. Merina: 


MADRID, Aug. 13.—All the vessels of the 
Spanish navy have received orders to con- 
centrate at Melilla, where a Spanish force of 
some 30,000 under Gen. Merina is threatened 
by a strong gathering of Moors, who resent 
Spain's punitive expedition for the murder 
by the Moors of eight Spanish laborers. 

A Spanish gunboat from Ceuta today 
chased and opened fire upon a Riffian bark. 
The Riffians replied hotly, and then escaped 
by swimming to the shore. The bark, which 
was loaded with powder, was captured. 

The Spanish artillery continues to bom- 
bard Mount Guruga, the headquarters of the 
Moorish positions. Several modern guns of 
French construction have arrived at Melilla, 
but the Spanish artillerymen are having con- 
siderable difficulty in learning how to manip- 
ulate them. 

Advices from Alhucemas state the Moors 
kept up a constant fire last night upon the 
Spanish forces. This morning the steamer 
Sevilla, carrying provisions and ammuni- 
tion, arrived, escorted by the gunboat Pin- 
zon. The Moors then directed their efforts 
toward preventing the landing of the sup- 
plies. The landing was effected under the 
combined fire of the Pinzon and the forts.

Chicagoan Tells of His Cures and 
Calis Somé Almost 
Miraculous. 


Chautauqua, N. T., Aug. 18.—[Special.J—

MRS. BESANT AS A FRIEND OF MAN. 

Mrs, Annie Besant, now burnishing the 
lamp of theosophy in these parts, is cred- 
ited in the local journals with a line of 
thought which, if not new, at least is 
giten a new application. The public 
prints, being the material products of a 
non-esoteric generation, frequently make 
a sad mess of matters relating to the soul 
lite, and consequently there is the possi- 
bility that Mrs. Besant ie not satisfac- 
torily explained to the great mass of hu- 
manity dependent on the daily press for 
its knowledge of the psychic world. . 

Nevertheless it may be attempted brief- 
ly to explain her plan for the utilization 
of the powers of suggestion dormant in 
every mentality. It is her advice to the 
man detained until the late hours of night 
downtown, and wishing greatly to secure 
a cab homeward, not to shout at passing 
vehicles, wave his hande, dance on the 
curbstone, or run up and down the street 
endeavoring to attract attention, but to 
retain his composure, concentrate his 
thoughts, and send out mental messages 
to the far and near. One ot these will 
strike violently on the consciousness of a 
cabman and bring him instantly to the 
epot where he is wanted. 

Incidentally it might be remarked that 
a cinematograph picture of the conse 
quences of such a maneuver, if successful, 
at a crowded cab stand at a dull hour 
would be entertaining, if not instructive. 
We pass this without further comment 
and come to the real importance of Mrs. 
Besant’s advice and to a suggestion which 
we trust will tind approval. The merits 
of this method of procedure will pot be 
demonstrated so satisfactorily on a cab 
driver as the} might be on a motorman: 
The hurried or inattentive operator of 
the last trolley car north at 1 o'clock 
a. m. frequently works much hardship. 
Men missing such a car have been known 
to fall into the depths of despair and, 
with the remark that they might as well 
“make it a good one,” have remained 
away from their domiciles until all hours 
of the morning. 2 

Hereafter let these citizens, instead of 
chasing wildly and fruitlessly the disap- 
pearing trolley, concentrate their thoughts 
and send them in a compact, persuasive, 
and compelling mass after the hurrying 
ear, which, if Mre. Besant be justified in 
her confidence in the powers of sugges- 
tion, will be brought to a stand, and the 
motorman and conductor will alight to 
find the sender of the message. 

The experiment is well worth the try- 
ing. Data collected by reliable experi- 
menters will be of incalculable’ value. 
With pleasure we anticipate the time 
when a delayed husband, in explanation 
to his patient wife, says: 

“ My dear, something went wrong with 
my transmitter. The motorman did not

LTHOUGH in England the king is 
above the law and could not be penal- 
ized for any infgaction thereof by the 
courts which 
name, yet his munity does not ex- 

tend to the membe his family, not even 
to the heir ap it, whose chauffeur was 
the other day arrested for speeding the royal 
automobile in t neighborbood of Salis- 
bury and fined and costs. The chauffeur 
pleaded immunity and privilege on the 
ground of his being in the employ 
of the prince of Wales and that 
the machine was a royal equipage. 
But the board of magistrates, headed 
by the earl of Radnor and consisting en- 
tirely of county magnates, declined to rec- 
ognize this plea and expressed their regret 
that it should have been advanced in de- 
livering their judgment against the chauf- 
feur. 

King Edward, by the bye, who has been 
extraordinarily fortunate thus far in the 
éscape from any contretemps while auto- 
mobiling, ran down a man just before leav- 
ing London for Goodwood while motoring 
back to Buckingham palace from Kingston, 
where he had been dining with Consuelo, 
duchess of Manchester. The king was driv- 
ing with his equerry, Col. Streatfield; and 
while the man, who is a lat of the name 
of Hardwick, was seriously injured by the 
royal car, he la on the road to recovery. The 
king was much upset by the affair and has 
provided in the most liberal fashion for both 
Hardwick and for the latter's family, whose 
future is virtually assured. 

The king, in addition to his chauffeur, al- 
ways carries by the latter's side an engineer 
fully qualified to repair without delay any- 
thing that goes wrong with the machine, and 
both have the authority of police officers, so 
that they may be said to serve at the same 
time as a species of bodyguard of the sov- 
ereign. 

— 


While an English swindler has been pos- 
turing as Frederick Vanderbilt in Austria, 
where he is alleged to have succeeded in de- 
frauding many prominent people, including 
a member of the reigning house of Haps- 
burg, a German-American, traveling under 
the name of George A. Ferguson, has been 
brought to book in Germany for posing there 
as the nephew of J. Pierpont Morgan. On 
the strength of this relationship he has man- 
aged to dupe people right and left by buying 
most of the — — he staid, as well 
as the local banks, Under the pretext of form- 
ing them into a typically Pierpont Mor- 
gan trust. Among the hotels thus purchased 
—on paper only—have been the Hotel Royal 
at Bonn and the Domhof, or Cathedral hotel, 
at Cologne. 

He also declared that he was a member of 
the United States secret service, had a pri- 
vate secretary, who he insisted was one of 
the innumerable Princes Salm-Salm, and 
declared that his wife was the daughter of 
„the multi- ‘millionaire, Col. Porter-Bayley 
of Chicago.“ In course of time he was ar- 
rested in France and sentenced to a term of 
imprisonment for swindling, on the comple- 
tion of which he was turned over to the 
Swiss authorities, who also wanted him in 
connection with similar charges, and who 
gave him eighteen months of their peniten- 
tiary. These ended, he was turned over by 
the Swiss to the German police, who have 
now sentenced him to a long period in jail 
and at the same time established the fact 
that his real name is Joachim van Scheliha; 
that he served for a year in the First Prus- 
sian lancer regiment of the guard; and that 
he then made his way to America to join his 
father, the late Charles J. van Scheliha, who 
made his home in this country after his di- 
vorce from his wife, a Countess Doris Mat- 
uschka. She has achieved some success in 
literature as a novelist under the pen name 
of Baroness Spatgen.”’

Extraordinary is the judgment given by 
the house of lords, sitting as a court of final 
appeal of the realm, in the case of the treas- 
ury against the duke of Richmond and the 
latter's son and hair, the earl of March. For 
although the duke wins, the decision is to 
the effect that the transaction into which 
he entered with his father, the late duke, 
was devised for the express purpose of evad- 
ing the so-called death duties, or succession 
tax, that is to say, with the object of doing 
the treasury. The judgment, however, adds 
that the transaction was rendered possible 
by certain omissions in the death duties 
laws; that on account of these omissions it 
is impossible to punish the duke and the 
earl, or to compel them to pay the amount 
claimed from them; and that in order to pre- 
vent anything of the kind in the future, it will 
be necessary to pass through parliament an 
amendment of these unpopular laws. 


„ 


It seems that the late duke, in conjunc- 
tion with his son, the present duke, and his 
grandson, now Lord March, disentailed the 
family estates in Scotland to admit of their 
being hypothecated, and then mortgaged 
them to the tune of some $4,000,000, in order 
to admit of a nominal payment to his son of 
$2,500,000 and to his grandson of $1,500,000, 
sums representing the value of their re- 
spective interests in the entail. According 
to the testimony furnished in court, con- 
firmed by the admissions of the duke him- 
self and of Lord March, the entail still sub- 
sists de facto, though not de jure, and nei- 
ther he nor his son ever received a penny 
piece of the mortgage money due to them 
—had not even asked for or expected it, the 
entire transaction having been purely a 
nominal one, devised for the express pur- 
pose of evading the payment to the treasury 
of the death duties on the estates, on the 
ground that the latter were so heavily mort- 
gaged and hypothecated that there was no 
margin of value left on which te pay duty. 
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This plea was allowed at the time of the 
late duke's death, in 1903; but subsequenly 
the treasury became aware of the character 
of the transaction and it was on the strength 
thereof that legal proceedings were insti- 
tuted. These have been carried from one 
court to another; and while the lower courts 
decided against the duke, the Supreme Court 
of Appeals of the realm, namely, the house 
of lords, has pronounced itself in favor of 
the duke of Richmond. 

The major portion of the aristocracy and 
territorial magnates look upon these duties 
as a bit of unwarrantablesoppression, and 
as part and parcel of that persecution of the 
classes by the masses which they assert is 
the feature of the present They point 
out that these duties enable the state to tax 
estates each time the latter change hands 
through dedth, sometimes twice within the 
space of twelve months, the amount of the 
tax being proportioned to the value of the 
estate and the relationship of the heir to 
the defunct. Thus, it frequently happens 
that when a peer succeeds to the family 
honors and estates he is obliged to either 
close up or let his castles and mansions, and 
to cut down his expenses heavily in order to 
obtain the large sums of money needed for 
payment of his succession duties. 

Under the circumstances, people seek by 
every means in their power to evade the 
payment of these death duties and men of the 
highest honor in public and private life, as 
well as nobles renowned for the strictness 
of their morality and for their plety, do not 
believe that they are doing wrong when they 
adopt the most extraordinary and ingenious 
devices to do the treasury in the matter of 
successi duties. Thus it would be dim- 

cult to find men of loftier principles than 
the jate duke of Richmond and the present 
duke, whose names always have stood for 
everything relating to honor and integrity. 
Yet neither of them considered it w to 
avail themselves of an omission in the death 
duty laws to ingeniously wriggle out of the 
obligation of paying the taxes due on their 
manor to the treasury.

Most Army Prisoners Durk Haired. 

United States Army Penitentiary, Leaven- 
worth, Kas., Aug. 12. [Editor of The Trib- 
une. 1—1 have read with interest your edi- 
torial of Aug. 10, entitled Dark versus 
Falr,“ and also the statement by Dr. Charles 
E. Wgeodruff of the United States army that 
„ biohdes and persons of fair complexion are 
filing the prisons and asylums for the in- 
sane.” 

To test the doctor’s statement as applied 
to the United States penitentiary at Leaven- 
worth, Kas., I caused the Bertillon descrip- 
tions on file in the department of justice 
bureau of criminal identification, of which I 
have charge, to be éxamined, and find that 
of 268 prisoners from the United States 
army, whbd have been received at said peni- 
tentiary since July 1, 1805, to serve sentences 
for criminal offenses committed while in the 
army, fifty-eight’ are colored enlisted men, 
and, of course, of dark hair and complexion. 
Of the 200 white men five are captains, eight 
are lieutenants, and 187 enlisted men. Twen- 
ty-five are of dark complexion, 157 medium, 
15 sandy, and 3 light. Seven have light, 9 
sandy, and 171 dark hair.

Suggests Economie Rent’’ Tax. 

Arcola, III., Aug. 12.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. III saw in THE TRIBUNE an able speech 
by Chief Forester Gifford Pinchot, with 
timely advice in it relative to water powers, 
timber, and minerals sought to be monopo- 
lized by a few capitalists. Allow me tosug- 
gest a simple, just, and efficient way to pre- 
vent monopoly, and the only way possible 
to do it. 

It is simply to require every person to pay, 
as we now pay direct tax, into a common 
treasury, the difference between the most 
desirable sites or lots of land and the least 
desirable land in the samearea. This differ- 
ence can be determined by competent asses- 
sors appointed or elected by the people. 
Then no one or number of men would care 
to own or possess more landof any kind than 
he or they could use immediately, if the an- 
nual value, or what political economists call 
the “economic rent of land,“ was taken as 
we collect direct taxes now, 

The justness of such a tax on land values 
would commend itself to all. There are 
many pieces of land held idle by owners for 
thelr potential or prospective value, who, if 
they were required to pay a tax on the an- 
nual value of their possessions, would aban- 
don the monopoly of it to some person or 
persons who would put it to use.
